June 30, 1987 


The events of the past six months have put a heavy strain on the resources 
of the Commission, including the Corporate Finance’ Branch. In the days 
immediately preceding both the February 17, 1987 federal budget and the June 
18, 1987 federal white paper on tax reform, an extremely high number of 
prospectuses were filed in addition to the already unusually high volume of 
prospectuses, applications, inquiries and other matters resulting from buoyant 
capital markets. This increased work volume has occurred at the same time as 
the Commission has experienced a significant loss of experienced staff in all 
branches. but. particularly .inye@Cornporatererinance (see OSCB June 35, 1987 
pes 590)e 


inethe Gace ofetsimi lar’ (problems) ’wcertain “other provincial» securities 
regulatory authorities have been forced to withdraw from the targeted time 
frames contained in National Policy No. 1. Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
the Commission remains committed to dealing expeditiously with all matters 
which it receives and is still working to satisfy the time frames contained in 
National Policy No. 1. In the large majority of cases, Commission staff have 
mets thesevobjectives. Staffewill “continue their efforts to meet “National 
Policy No. 1 prospectus time frames and to deal with other matters as 
expeditiously as possible. 


In spite of Commission staff's best efforts, the workload problems 
mentioned above may result in occasional delays in having matters cleared by 
the Commission. The Commission hopes that members of the public will keep 
these problems in mind when dealing with the Commission.

1.3.1 CROWBOROUGH INVESTMENTS LIMITED AND ALCAN ALUMINIUM LIMITED 
June 26, 1987 


The Ontario Securities Commission announced today that it had received an 
application from Alcan Aluminium Limited (''Alcan'') and Crowborough Investments 
Limited (''Crowborough"') for an order declaring that Part XIX of the Securities 
Act (Ontario) will not apply to a proposed transaction between Alcan and the 
L.D. Clarke family involving the purchase by Alcan of shares of Crowborough. 
Crowborough iS a= private company which holds approximately 10% of the equity 
and 45% of the votes in Spar Aerospace Limited ("'Spar''). 


In 1985 Alcan purchased 50% of the equity of Crowborough subject to an 
obligation to resell such investments to a Clarke family company if Alcan did 
not proceed with a general offer for at least 50% of the outstanding shares of 
Spar by February, 1987. Alcan has elected not to proceed with such general 
offer. Prior to Alcan's purchase of shares of Crowborough, the majority of the 
equity shares of Crowborough were held by the family of L.D. Clarke. 


Subject to the necessary approvals, Alcan and the Clarke family propose 
that Alcan will continue to hold its equity investment in Crowborough for the 
foreseeable future. As part of such arrangements, Alcan would expect to 
provide funds’ to Crowborough to allow it to increase its equity investment in 
Spar to approximately 20% and would also compensate the Clarke family for what 
would otherwise have been Alcan's obligation to sell its Crowborough holdings 
back to the Clarke family at the end of February, 1987. In the absence of this 
new proposal, Alcan would have been obliged to sell its holdings in Crowborough 
to the Clarke family at a substantial loss’ in relation to “Allean’s original 
investment in Crowborough. 


Among other things, the application to the Ontario Securities Commission 
requests confirmation that the proposed transaction will not cause Alcan to be 
obliged to make a general offer to Spar shareholders. If such confirmation is 
not forthcoming, Alcan has indicated that it would not proceed with the 
proposed arrangements. 


The Ontario Securities Commission will hear the application on Wednesday, 
July 8, 1987, at 10:00 a.m. at its offices’ at 20 Queen Street West,” 18th Floor,

count of ''defraud the public'' in the amount of $306,614.90 under Section 338 (2) 
of the Criminal Code of Canada. Lisle was arrested as a result of an extensive 
joint investigation by the Ontario Securities Commission and the Ottawa Police. 


Lisle carried on business as Diane Lisle Financial Planning Agency Inc., 
formerly D.J. Lisle Insurance & Financial Planning. It is alleged that Lisle 
solicited money from many clients to be invested in shares of public companies, 
investment contracts, mutual funds, annuities, insurance, mortgages, and real 
estate limited partnerships. The solicited funds were allegedly used by Lisle 
personnally. Lisle was released on bail of $50,000 posted by way of a surety 
bond.

On October 21, 1986, the Ontario Securities Commission (the 
"Commission") issued a notice of hearing pursuant to sections 26 and 
124 of the Securities Act, R.S.0. 1980, chapter 466, as amended (the 
"Act") in respect of Christopher James Chappell ("Chappell"), anda 
notice of hearing pursuant to section 26 of the Act in respect of 
Midland Doherty Limited ("Midland"). The hearings were to be held 
concurrently as dealing with the conduct of Chappell in his employ 
as a commission sales representative of Midland. 


The hearings were commenced on November 3, 1986 and adjourned sine 
die on a date to be set. 


On the reconvening of the hearings on May 28, 1987, the staff of the 
Commission presented to the Commission an Agreement and Undertaking 
of Chappell and an Agreement and Undertaking of Midland, prepared 


upon agreement between the staff of the Commission and Chappell and 
Midland respectively. 
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Such documents contained agreed statements of facts, anda consent 
Lom scerntainesorders--.to: be /assued by the Commission. After 
consideration, the Commission accepted the Agreement and Undertaking 
of both Chappell and Midland and issued orders each dated May 28, 
1987 implementing the same. Chappell and Midland consented to the 
issuance of the orders and waived their rights to a full hearing. 
The Agreements and Undertakings and orders constituted a full 
settlement of the proceedings against both Chappell and Midland.

2. As the basis for the reprimand, Midland acknowledges that 
the facts as set forth in this paragraph are correct: 


(a) From December 29, 1977 to January 30, 1985, Chappell 
waS registered pursuant to the Act as a salesman of 
Midland; 


(b) At all material times, Midland was registered 
Pursuant to the Act as a_ broker/investment dealer 
with offices in Toronto and elsewhere in the Province 
of Ontario; 


(c) In May 1981, a complaint was made to Midland that 
Chappell had carried out unauthorized discretionary 
trades on behalf of one of his clients. After 
several months of discussions with lawyers for the 
Client, Midland agreed to a monetary settlement with 
the client as compensation for financial loss 
resulting from the discretionary trades. Thereafter, 
the Midland branch manager in Kitchener began to 
monitor more closely the activities of Chappell; 
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In 1982, a complaint was made to Midland that 
Chappell had failed to carry out the instructions of 
arclient toxse lb stock “at a -stipubated price.

In 1983, a complaint was made to Midland that 
Chappell had carried out three discretionary trades 
on ‘behalf “of one’ Gf his elients without prior 
authorization from that client. Midland subsequently 
reversed the trades in the account with the result 
that the client suffered no loss; 


In June 1984, a complaint was made to Midland 
alleging that over a period of several years Chappell 
had carried out unauthorized trades for one of his 
clients. After discussions with the client, Midland 
made a monetary settlement as compensation for 
financial loss resulting from Chappell's activities; 


A review of the monthly statements for the client 
referred to in the immediately preceding paragraph 
indicates over-trading for the period from July 1982 
to June 1983 which Midland failed to detect; 


In January 1985, upon learning that Chappell had 
arranged, without Midland's knowledge or 
authorization, for the formation of a private 
placement syndicate to purchase stock, Midland 
terminated Chappell's employment;

Client, the sale of 500 shares of MSR Resources 
("MSR") in the client's accounts. On November 12, 
1981, the client directed me to sell those 500 MSR 
Shanes at. $11.75.per share ’f. possible, or) at, the 
best price available on that day. On November 12, 
1981, I prepared an order ticket to sell those shares 
at $11.75 per share. However, MSR did not trade at 
the $11.75 level on that day and I failed to carry 
CUlaniv¥s SLicniesvelnstyuel ions, 03 Sell thes. shares. 
When MSR failed to reach $11.75, I destroyed the 
ondemetickets. aAssa’resubt.offaicivil action arising 
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out of this complaint, judgment for damages in the 
amount of $750 was awarded by the District Court of 
Ontario on February 6, 1985 against me, for breaching 
my duty as an agent, and against Midland. 


In March, 1983, I was reprimanded by The Toronto 
Stock Exchange for failing to enter the order at the 
Stipulated price and for destroying the order ticket 
which contained the details of the unfilled order 
placed by the client referred to in paragraph (c). 


I carried out discretionary trades on behalf of 
another one of my clients without prior authorization 
from that client. The client sustained losses as a 
result of those trades and other authorized trades. 
I was aware of the losses sustained by her and I made 
an effort to recoup those losses. In the course of 
my efforts, I initiated a large number of trades in 
the account, some of which were discretionary, to the 
point where the account was over-traded. Although I 
waS un successful in recouping those losses, I 
profited through the commissions which were generated 
during the period in which the client's account was 
over-traded. 


Due to the losses sustained by the client referred to 
in paragrpah (e) I transferred certain Dynamar 
convertible preferred shares from my personal account 
to her account. As a result of a complaint by the 
client to Midland in 1984, Midland made a_ further 
monetary settlement with her. After the settlement 
was made, Midland required that I assume financial 
responsibility for that settlement, and accordingly 
the full amount was charged to my error account at 
Midland. 


In 1983, I carried out three discretionary trades on 
behalf of another one of my clients without prior 
authorization ~ frome “that Pelient. The client 
complained to Midland and the trades were reversed 
without financial loss to the client. 


In 1983, I was approached by two directors of 
Cincinnati Energy Corp. ("Cincinnati") who enquired 
whether I was interested in arranging the formation 
of a syndicate for the purpose of purchasing shares 
in Cincinnati by way of a private placement. I 
arranged the formation of a syndicate made up of my 
Clients in contravention of Commission Policy: Gal Skt 
B4. The Cincinnati shares were purchased in my name. 
However, the subscription price for the shares was 
paid to me personally by my clients. I entered into

certain loan agreements (the "Loan Agreements") with 
several of my clients. Each Loan Agreement provided 
that I would be given the amount of the subscription 
price of the shares as a loan. The Cincinnati shares 
purchased on behalf of the client were posted as 
collateral. According to the Agreements, the shares 
would be transferred to the client if the amount was 
not repaid exactly one year later. I arranged the 
purchasing of the shares in my personal capacity and 
not as a representative of Midland. In fact, Midland 
was not made aware of the private placement until 
January, 1985. However, I am now aware that several 
of my clients invested because they were under the 
impression that the transaction was being conducted 
through Midland. At the time when the private 
placement was completed, I was unaware that a private 
placement could not be effected in the manner 
described. I was, however, under a duty to be aware 
of Policy 6.1 II B4 according to Investment Dealer 
Association guidelines. 


The Cincinnati shares issued pursuant to the private 
placement were subject to an eighteen month holding 
period, pursuant to Commission Policy Statement 
Section 3.1 dealing with Recognition of Stock 
Exchanges, as such shares were listed on the Alberta 
Stock Exchange. At all material times, I had the 
mistaken impression that the relevant holding period 
was for twelve months, which would have been the 
appropriate holding period for securities listed on 
the Toronto Stock Exchange. For that reason, the 
Loan Agreements provided that my client's loans were 
repayable in cash or in Cincinnati shares after the 
expiration of twelve months from the date of issue of 
the Cincinnati shares. In the first twelve months 
after the completion of the Cincinnati private 
placement, no trades were effected. After the 
expiration of twelve months from the completion of 
the Cincinnati private placement but before the 
expiration of eighteen months, I caused certain 
trades in shares of Cincinnati issued pursuant to the 
private placement to be carried out. As a registered 
Salesman, I was under a duty to be aware of the 
relevant holding period pursuant to the Act. 


On January 30, 1985, I was discharged by Midland for 
unsatisfactory standard of performance after a 
complaint was made to Midland by one of the clients 
involved in the private placement. 
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(k) After termination of my employment, Midland became 
aware that I had carried out two discretionary trades 
on behalf of another one of my clients without prior 
authorization from that client. I personally 
reimbursed the client for one of the trades and the 
second trade was cancelled. 


(1) In March, 1985, my registration pursuant to the Act 
as a salesman was transferred to Burns Fry Limited 
CSBurhSe ey 2 


(m) On March 14, 1985, the Investment Dealers Association 
(the "IDA") decided that my registration would be 
Subject to close supervision with quarterly written 
reports submitted to the IDA for one year. 


(n) While registered as a salesman of Burns, I initiated 
three sales of Cincinnati shares on the Alberta Stock 
Exchange in violation of a cease trading order in 
Ontario issued by the Commission. Two of these sales 
were made through my own account and one was through 
the account of my mother. At the time the sales were 
initiated, I was unaware that Cincinnati was subject 
to a cease trading order. The sales were processed 
at the Burns trading desk in Toronto in the normal 
manner without my intervention. I initiated these 
Sales notwithstanding the fact that I had previously 
been advised of the cease trading order by Commission 
Staff and failed to determine whether it was still in 
existence. 


(o) In August, 1986, on my own initiative, I resigned 
from employment with Burns. 


I hereby consent to the order of the Commission pursuant 
to section 124 of the Act that commencing, May 28, 1987 up 
to and including, December 28, 1988, the exemptions 
contained in sections 34, 71, 72 and 88 of the Act do not 
apply tome, provided that registration under the Act is 
not required in respect of the following trades: 


(a) a trade between a person or company and an 
underwriter or between or among underwriters; 


(b) a trade in a security as principal for my own account 


effected solely through an agent who is a_ registered 
dealer.

As his Agreement and Undertaking indicates, Chappell consented to an 
order cancelling his registration as a securities salesman and 
prohibiting him from participating for a period of eighteen months 
In certain trades in securities which do not require registration. 
Chappell was permitted to continue certain activities related to 
securities; ie., to trade as principal for his own account through 
an agent who is a registered dealer, and to participate in the 
underwriting of securities where that activity does not involve 
selling securities to the public. 


From the point of view of the Commission, the more significant 
settlement is that of Midland with the Commission. Pursuant to the 
Agreement and Undertaking given by Midland, Midland consented to a 
reprimand by the Commission; to a review of its Supervisory 
procedures by The Toronto Stock Exchange, and agreed to abide by the 
recommendations of The Toronto Stock Exchange on the basis of: 


(i) Midland's inadequate supervision of Chappell in his 
Capacity as a registered salesman from December 29, 1981 
to January 30, 1985, and 


(ii) upon the termination of Chappell's employment with 
Midland, Midland's failure to provide the Commission with 
sufficient details as to the reasons for the termination 
and of Chappell's conduct in the course of his 
employment with Midland. 
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Midland Doherty Limited is a major Canadian = stock broker 
specializing in dealing with retail clients in several Ontario 
cities and elsewhere in Canada. 


On not less than one occasion in each of 1981, 1982, 1983, 1984 and 
1985, the management of Midland were made aware of the necessity to 
give firm and consistent supervision to Chappell in respect of 
compliance with the Securities Act and proper trading procedures. 
His conduct in those years required Midland to compensate Chappell's 
clients and to reverse trades made by him. 


There is no evidence that Midland improved its compliance procedures 
with respect to Chappell during this period. Indeed, repeated 
problems in Chappell's trading indicates extremely lax compliance 
procedures. 


Moreover, Midland was irresponsible in not fulfilling its obligation 
to disclose to the OSC the full reasons for the termination of 
Chappell as a registrant and allowing him to transfer to another 
firm without any warning to the Commission or to the new firm of his 
pattern of conduct. 


A burden of adequate supervision to ensure proper conduct and fair 
dealings with retail clients falls on all registrants. Compliance 
with the rules of conduct set out in the by-laws and the regulations 
of the self-regulatory organizations and the rules under the 
Securities Act must be given the highest priority by senior 
officials’ of \sregistrants: Midland did not discharge —= such 
obligations in respect of its employment of Chappell. 


The Commission takes the view that when a registered representative 
contravenes the Securities Act, the firm employing the registered 
representative has at least some degree of complicity. In the case 
of Chappell, Midland's knowledge of Chappell's conduct and the 
paying of compensation to clients clearly increases its complicity. 
The failure by Midland to properly supervise Chappell was compounded 
by failing to advise the Commission as to the full reasons for his 
termination as its employee. 


The Commission has in the past tended to take enforcement procedures 
against the particular individuals who have breached the Securities 
Act or the rules of the TSE or the IDA. The Commission is, however, 
of the view that a greater focus on the conduct of the dealers 
employing such registrants is appropriate. It is true that adverse 
publicity attending enforcement procedures is a considerable penalty 
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In) TESelt . However, the Commission wishes to put the industry on 
notice that in the future it proposes to consider more stringent 
penalties for compliance officers, senior officers and registered 
dealers in connection with the conduct of their employees.

Following this notice are draft regulations creating certain exemptions from 
the provisions: in relation to insider trading in’ Bill 156, the Securities 
Amendment Act, 1987, i.e., sections 7, 10, 14 and 15(2) of the Bill which have 
not yet been proclaimed. 


Upon the introduction of the insider -trading. provisions in Bill 156, the 
Minister of Financial Institutions and the Ontario Securities Commission 
undertook, in response to the representations of the security industry, to 
prepare and publish for comment regulations that would replace the ''make use 
of'' defence presently in subsection 75(2) of the Securities Act (Ontario) (the 
"Act'') which has been eliminated under Bill 156. The draft regulations are 
intended to replace the general defence with specific requirements that must be 
met if exemptions from civil liability and offences under the Act are to be 
available. 


There is also an exemption from the requirements of section 75 where the person 
or company with insider knowledge knew or reasonably believed the other party 
to the transaction also had such knowledge, corresponding to the exemption from 
civil liability in section 131(1) (b) of the Act as amended by section 14 of 
Bilt, 156. 


Comments on the draft insider trading regulations are requested from interested 
persons and will be accepted until September 1, 1987.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 


Re: Blanket Ruling - Amendments to Regulation 910 (''Regulation"') 
Under the Securities Act (Ontario) 





The blanket ruling which follows this note is designed to allow financial 
intermediaries (as defined in subsection 176(1) of the Regulation) to continue 
to carry on the in-house securities activities which they carried on before 
June 30, 1987, subject to the regulations and practices in force at that time 
and which will be ongoing, without being in breach of subsection 178(1) of the 
Regulation. 


Subsection 178(1) of the Regulation makes unavailable to market 
intermediaries certain exemptions from the registration requirements of the 


Securities Act (Ontario) ("Act'') and the Regulation. Subsection 181(1) of the 
Regulation states that a financial intermediary dealer may act as a market 
intermediary solely for the purposes designated in that subsection. As. the 


Ontario Securities Commission and the federal Office of the Superintendent of 
Financial Institutions are currently in the process of settling the rules to be 
applicable to such intermediaries, the terms of subsection 181(10) are not yet 
operative and subsection 181(1) of the Regulation cannot be relied upon to 
carry on the prescribed in-house activities. If section 181 cannot be relied 
on, the effect of subsection 178(1) would be to preclude financial 
intermediaries from carrying on their existing in-house securities activities. 


The blanket ruling addresses this problem by exempting financial 
intermediaries from the requirements of subsection 178(1) of the Regulation 
UMt Idea UAVS OS. Se By that time, it is expected that financial 
intermediaries will be able to obtain the benefit of section 181 of the 
Regulation with respect to in-house securities activities.

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1.2 PRESS RELEASES 
1.2.1 ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION INVESTIGATION 
JULY oe 1o87 


The staff of the Ontario Securities Commission has been receiving numerous 
enquiries with respect to a rumoured investigation involving a number of named 
institutional traders and individuals registered with the Commission. In 
addition, there has been extensive speculation in the financial markets about 
the scope of and basis for the investigation. 


The Commission's practice is not to comment publicly on investigations 
being conducted by it in order to ensure that an investigation is not impeded 


and that the reputations of persons are not unfairly damaged. In these 
circumstances, however, a limited departure from that practice seems 
appropriate. 


The staff of the Commission is conducting a major investigation with 
respect to the trading activities of certain traders employed by institutions 


and investment dealers. The investigation involves allegations of ''front 
running", use of inside information and other allegedly improper trading 
practices. 


As part of its investigation, the staff of the Commission has requested 
trading information in respect of a number of individuals from the investment 


dealers with whom they maintain accounts. Obtaining ‘thats’ anformation ’ is 
essential to the investigation and to determining whether the allegations have 
any foundation. Further requests for information may be necessary. The 


investigation is at an early stage and no conclusion has been reached as to 
whether any illegal activities have occurred or whether any specific individual 
has been involved. 


The Staff of the Commission is concerned that the reputations of persons 
who have been named in requests for information in connection with the 
investigation not be unfairly damaged. When and if the Commission concludes 
that proceedings against specific individuals or firms is justified, that 
action will be taken and a press’ release issued. The Commission does not 
expect to make any further statement as to the scope or status of the 
investigation until such time as the investigation is concluded. 


The Commission wishes to emphasize that under the Ontario Securities Act, 
any information or evidence obtained and the name of any witness examined under 
an investigation order may not be disclosed without the consent of the 
Commission. The Commission also considers it improper for any person to 
disclose that a request for trading or other information in respect of a person 
has been made.

REASONS AND DECISION 


APPEARANCES: 


Mr. Robert A. Lash, Barrister and Solicitor, on behalf of 
TELECOMMUNICATION EQUIPMENT CORPORATION 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Objector") 


Mr. Peter Mijovick, as agent, on behalf of TELECORP CANADA 
LIMITED (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Proponent") 


A Hearing was held on April 7, 1987 before me pursuant to the provisions of 
subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the Hearing was to decide if Telecorp Canada Limited had 
acquired its name contrary to section 9 of the Act and, if so, whether a 
Certificate of Amendment to the Articles of Incorporation of Telecorp 
Canada Limited, changing the name of the Proponent, shall be issued. 


THE EVIDENCE 


Objector's first witness was Mr. Kenneth Wright who has been President of 
the Objector for the past two-and-a-half years. Mr. Wright explained that 
the name "Teleorps", coined to indicate a corps of dedicated telephone 
professionals, was developed by Mr. Wright and his wife. The coined name 
"Teleorps" is used when dealing with customers, however the full name of 
the Objector is used exclusively on legal documents. In its advertising, the 
Objector uses as its name "Telcorps" which appears on truck panels and in 
promotional pamphlets and some magazines. Mr. Wright introduced Exhibit 
Nos. 5 - 25 comprising photographs of signs, decals and business forms used 
by the Objector. 


The Objector was incorporated by Certificate of Incorporation issued under 
the Act on October 30, 1984, as having the name Interweigh Communication 
Systems Ine. On November 14, 1984, the Objector's name was changed by 
Certificate of Amendment to Telecommunication Equipment Corporation, a 
French version of which was acquired by Certificate of Amendment dated 
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February 12, 1987. On November 19, 1984, the Objector registered the 
business style "Teleorps" in connection with the business activity or service 
"COMMUNICATION EQUIPMENT DISTRIBUTION". 


The Objector's registered office and principal place of business is in 
Markham, Ontario, with regional offices in Ottawa, Montreal and Halifax. 
The Markham office serves Metropolitan Toronto. 


Mr. Wright explained that the Objector has been in business since October 
1984 for the purpose of selling, installing and servicing telephone systems, 
including the arranging of financing and telephone "cut-offs" with Bell 
Canada for customers. 


The Objector's business is to buy telephone equipment and, in turn, sell or 
lease such equipment to customers. The Objector does not carry on any 
manufacturing. 


The Objector has fifty employees and is affiliated with TTS as an authorized 
dealer. TTS is a partnership of Canadian Pacific Ltd. and Canadian 
National. The Objector has approximately 1,000 small- and medium-sized 
businesses as customers. Sales growth of the Objector over the past two- 
and-a-half years has been 4.6 million dollars. There has been similar growth 
in the repairs and services aspects of the Objector's business. 


All documents in connection with the Objector's dealings with the public 
have the name "Telcorps" appearing more prominently than the Objector's 
full corporate name or, at times, in place of the Objector's corporate name. 


No trade mark in respect of the Objector's business name has been 
registered. 


The Proponent was incorporated by Certificate of Incorporation under the 
Act on January 24, 1986 as having the name "Telecorp Canada Limited". 
The Proponent's registered office and principal place of business is at 238 
King Street East, Toronto, Ontario. 


The Proponent's name was selected by Mr. Mijovieck and the Proponent's 
witness, Ms. Jean Tamblyn. Mr. Mijovick explained that the words 
"Telephone" and "Corporation" have been used to form the first word of the 
Proponent's name "Telecorp". The Proponent is in the business of telephone 
inter-connect and communications sales, installation, service and consulting. 
The brands carried by the Proponent are different from those of the 
Objector: Walker, Telrod, Delta and Canda. The geographic area of the 
Proponent's business is Toronto. 


Ms. Tamblyn explained that the Proponent's business is solicited by 
telemarketing. No literature is sent by mail. Sales representatives call on 
prospective customers. The Proponent received only three unsolicited 
inquiries respecting telephone equipment which, according to Ms. Tamblyn, 
probably were referred by the Objector. The witness acknowledged that the 
Proponent has the same potential clientele as the Objector: unsophisticated 
small- and medium-sized businesses. 


Both parties are competitors and carry on business through active 
solicitation. Ninety to ninety-five percent of the Proponent's prospective 
clientele do not know of the Proponent prior to the solicitations. After 
introduction, potential clients may contact the Objector for competitive 
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rates. In addition, prospective clients of the Proponent may contact the 
Objector by consulting the White Pages Telephone Directory. 


The Proponent has two salesmen and two servicemen as well as two office 
staff and Mr. Mijovick. 


Mr. Wright first became aware of the Proponent nine months prior to the 
Hearing through its sales representative who investigated. The Proponent 
was found to carry on the same business as the Objector, although the 
brands of products marketed are different. There is no corporate affiliation 
between the Objector and the Proponent. The Name Objection is founded on 
the alleged confusion among customers which recently has arisen. The 
Objector merely installs and services telephone equipment. It does not 
manufacture equipment; hence, the nature of its activity is not distinctive 
from that of the Proponent. The Objector had received complaints 
concerning mistakes in customer identification and telephone "cut-off" 
dates which were communicated through the Objector's customer service 
department. 


Mrs. Victoria Lynne Wright, the second witness for the Objector, first 
became aware of the Proponent nine or ten months ago through a Mr. 
Maynard, a representative of Municipal Leasing Company, asking whether 
the Proponent is related to the Objector. Mrs. Wright answered that there 
was no connection. 


Mrs. Wright asserted that the "C-PEG" people at the Bell Canada inter- 
eonnect department who call to confirm switching dates for customers, 
were generally confused because of the similarity of name between the 
Objector and the Proponent. "C-PEG" is the acronym at Bell Canada for the 
"Customer Provided Equipment Group". Erroneous calls from Bell Canada 
resulted from mistakes in name, since the C-PEG people at Bell Canada are 
familiar with the Objector. Further, inter-connect business forms are 
uniform. Exhibit No. 32 was introduced, being the C-PEG form of Bell 
Canada used to reduce confusion among individual clients and their agents. 
Telephone equipment leasing companies have similar forms for agent 
company contacts and phone numbers. The leasing companies which 
expressed confusion are, generally, customers which are sophisticated in 
their knowledge of companies with which they deal. 


Ms. Tamblyn for the Proponent testified that there were no Bell Canada or 
leasing company complaints or complaints from customers in respect to 
eonfusion of name with that of the Objector. Both Bell Canada and the 
finance companies knew the distinction between the Objector and the 
Proponent. 


About six to eight months prior to the Hearing, Mr. Wright contacted the 
President of the Proponent to ask him to stop using its name which Mr. 
Mijovick agreed to do. As Exhibit No. 28, Mr. Wright produced the 
Undertaking by the Proponent to change its name by a certain date; 
however, Mr. Mijovick declined to change the name of the Proponent and 
offered to sell the Proponent to the Objector instead. Mr. Mijovick did not 
feel that any further distinction had to be made in the public mind following 
Mr. Wright's first telephone call to the Proponent regarding change of name. 
Later, the witness stated that he was not serious when he offered to sell out 
the Proponent to Mr. Wright. 
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Further to the discussions with Mr. Lash concerning his April 11th letter, a 
grace period of sixty days was allowed for the Proponent to change its 
name. Mr. Lash's letter of objection to the Proponent's name was delivered 
by courier on March 27. 


The grace period was requested when the Undertaking was received in order 
to consider obtaining a new name. In fact, ninety days were required to 
consider whether the Proponent should change its name. 


In response to Mr. Lash's letter, Ms. Tamblyn met with Messrs. Fogler, 
Rubinoff, Barristers and Solicitors, who recommended that the Proponent 
change its name. When Mr. Lash called on April 15th in connection with 
the expiry of the grace period, Mr. Lash offered to draft an Undertaking for 
the Proponent to change its name. She then contacted Mr. Mijovick 
concerning recent events and on, April 21, 1986, Mr. Mijovick signed the 
letter of undertaking appearing as Exhibit No. 28 and returned the letter to 
Mr. Lash. She testified that she thought that there was no choice in signing 
the Undertaking. 


The Proponent considered adopting another corporate name, but none was 
found suitable. The Proponent's witnesses asserted that the name is 
essential to the Proponent's identity and is sufficiently distinctive from that 
of the Objector; therefore, they thought that the undertaking to change its 
name was not necessary. 


Ms. Tamblyn admitted that she received no legal advice in the choice of the 
Proponent's name. The Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations 
information booklets were reviewed by her with respect to incorporations 
and a NUANS name report was obtained. The Objector's name was not seen 
as significant, given the other similar names on the NUANS report. In 
addition, the Proponent has the qualifying words "Canada Limited" following 
the first word of its name. 


The witness understood the need for distinctiveness in corporate names. 
When answering the telephone, the Proponent's representatives answer 
"Telecorp Canada". The Proponent's letterhead has its full corporate name. 
In Ms. Tamblyn's experience, the Objector is known as "Tel Corps" as 
pronounced by the Objector's receptionist and at trade shows. 


In connection with the Undertaking, the witness admitted that she had prior 
opportunity to consult with legal counsel, however she understood from Mr. 
Lash that she was required to sign and return the Undertaking as soon as 
possible. The contents, the witness acknowledged, were explained by Mr. 
Lash. 


According to Mr. Mijovick, customers are able to distinguish between the 
two parties and their sales representatives. Further, the parties' printed 
matter is distinctive. Exhibit No. 30 shows the letterheads, business ecards 
and envelopes bearing the name of the Proponent, plus a presentation folder. 


The witness is not aware of the Proponent's customers contacting the 
Objector by mistake. The Proponent does not represent itself as having the 
same corporate affiliations as the Objector with TTC. 


To the knowledge of Mr. Wright, there are no common customers between 
the Objector and the Proponent. 
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Ms. Tamblyn had no experience of confusing telephone calls, except for a 
few calls for Mr. Wright. Such calls were directed to the Objector. 


Mr. Mijovick testified that he received four telephone calls last year for Mr. 
Wright or the Objector, such callers identifying the nature of the business 
and the specific person requested. 


One-half of the confusing telephone calls received came to the Proponent 
for Mr. Wright. The confusing telephone calls related only to the Objector 
and not to any other company in the same market sector. However, some 
callers asked if the Proponent was connected with any other company e.g. 
IBM. 


On cross-examination, Ms. Mijovick admitted that the Proponent never 
received any telephone calls for competitors other than the Objector. 


On cross-examination, Ms. Tamblyn said that there was a maximum of 
eighteen misdirected telephone calls received by the Proponent in the last 
year on a regular basis. The switchboard was handled by Ms. Tamblyn and 
another person. Sources of confusion could include Bell Canada Directory 
Assistance, though this was not likely, since the witness had worked at 
Directory Assistance and is of the opinion that the respective names of the 
Objector and the Proponent are different based on pronunciation. 


By way of damages sustained, the Objector alleged customer dilution, since 
eustomer lists are its most valuable asset. In addition, there has been 
confusion in the spelling of its business name, particularly when consulting 
the White Pages Telephone Directory, although Mr. Wright admitted that 
listings in the White Pages Telephone Directory cannot duplicate the artistic 
depiction of the Objector's logo. Further, there is confusion as to sound 
though Mr. Wright admitted that customers frequently mispronounced or 
mis-spelled the Objector's name. 


Normal business loss to the Objector is five to ten percent annually. Ten to 
fifteen percent is a normal annual business loss in the sector. Only one 
percent of the Proponent's customers asked if they were related to the 
Objector. This one percent translates to approximately eight to twelve 
telephone calls. 


Mr. Mijovick acknowledged that the Objector is well established among its 
own customers comprising only ten to fifteen percent of the marketplace. 
Only one to two percent of the marketplace has knowledge of the 
Proponent. 


At the time of having received the letter from Messrs. Lash and First to the 
Proponent, produced as Exhibit No. 29, the Proponent had two customers. 
Currently, the Proponent has thirty-five customers. The cost to change 
name when first complained of by Mr. Wright is just as great and has much 
of a problem now as it would have been when the objection letter was first 
received. 


Finally, Mr. Mijovick indicated that he was uncertain as to whether the 


number of confusing telephone calls to the Proponent is increasing, and 
admits that confusing name pronunciation is possible. 
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THE LAW 


The relevant sections in the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (hereinafter 
refer to as "Act") are sections 9 and 12. In Ontario Regulation 466/83 under 
the Act, (hereinafter refer to as "Regulation"), sections 2 and 3 are 
relevant. 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9 of the Act provides, in part, as follows: 
Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


(b) that is the same as or, except where a number name is 
proposed, similar to, 


(i) the name of a known, 


(A) body corporate, 

(B) trust, 

(C) association, 

(D) partnership, 

(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 


whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 


(c) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Sections 2 and 3 of the Regulation appear to codify the case law which has 
developed over the years with regards to name disputes, in particular Re C 
C_Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 248 (C.A.), 63 D.L.R. (2d) 203 and Canadian 


Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 
(S:C.Cy) 





Section 2 of the Regulation sets out circumstances in which the use of a 
name would be "likely to deceive" within the meaning of section 9(1)(b) of 
the Act. Section 2 of the Regulation provides that: 
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2. (1) "Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9 (1) (b) of the 
Act includes, 


(a) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
earried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 


(b) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
eorporation and such person are not or will not be 
associated or affiliated; or 


(ec) a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with that person, to deal with the corporation bearing 
the name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing 
with the person. 


(2) In this section, 


(a) "person" means a person, whether in existence or not; 
and 


(b) "use" means actual use by a person that carries on 
business in Canada or elsewhere. 


In principle, the likelihood of deception must be ascertained at the time of 
the granting of the name objected to. In the words of Kelly, J.A. in CC 
Chemicals: 


Except for the very limited purpose which is referred to later, 
anything that may take place after the granting of the name is 
not admissible evidence on the review by the Court or upon the 
enquiry made by the Provincial Secretary preliminary to the 
enforced changing of a name. The relevant evidence on any 
review by the Court is the evidence which was in existence, 
which could have been made known to the Provincial Secretary 
at the date of giving the name, and which, if it then had been 
known to him, he would have been bound to take into account. 
(at p. 256) 


However, 


I earlier mentioned that I did not consider that events occurring 
after the granting of the name were relevant except for a very 
limited purpose. The exception I have in mind and the only one 
which I would consider should ever be made to the exclusion of 
evidence of events subsequent to the granting of the name would 
be to allow evidence of consistent deception arising from the use 
of the name alleged to be objectionable to be introduced for the 
sole purpose of showing the lack of objectivity in the decision of 
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the Provincial Secretary that deception was not likely to occur. 
In stating this view I would not consider that that such evidence 
should be allowed to be adduced in all cases, but I ean conceive 
of situations where the occurrence of many and frequent 
instanees of deception might be pertinent to the question as to 
whether the Provincial Secretary acting judicially in determining 
the "likelihood of deception" could have come to the conclusion 
that there was no such likelihood. (at p. 257) 


Again, in C C Chemicals, the court laid down certain factors to be 
eonsidered when deciding whether or not to grant a name to an applicant for 
incorporation. These factors are, in essence, the name of other businesses 
having similar names, the nature of the business associated with those 
names, the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with such businesses, the 
name sought by the applicant for incorporation, the objects and business of 
the applicant and the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with the 
applicant upon incorporating. Finally, in light of the above information, a 
decision by the incorporation authority must be made 


-.aS to whether the visual and auditory qualities of the two 
names are so similar that the use of the proposed name by the 
corporation to be incorporated is likely to deceive those 
members of the public who are dealing or may wish to deal with 
the existing name holder. (per Kelly, J.A. at p. 214). 


Section 3 of the Regulation sets out some of the matters which the 
Director, Companies Branch, may consider for purposes of subsection 12(1) 
of the Act when determining whether a name has been acquired contrary to 
section 9 of the Act. 


I am satisfied that section 3 of the Regulation contains a summary of the 
ease law on point but I note, however, that the matters enumerated therein 
are not exclusive. 


Consequently, I propose to measure the evidence before this Hearing by the 
relevant criteria set out in section 3 of the Regulation and, further, to apply 
any other appropriate consideration which the Director is entitled to 
canvass in the exercise of his discretion under subsection 12(1) of the Act. 


The quality of the evidence must be such as to show probability of 
confusion, not mere possibility or, indeed, actuality of confusion. According 
to Kelly, J.A. in C.C. Chemicals, 


"likely" as an adjective is defined by the Oxford English 
Dictionary as "probable" - "that looks as if it would happen". 
Accordingly, the question becomes, "Did the Provincial 
Secretary give the proponent a name so similar to that of the 
objector that "it looked as if deception would occur". (at p. 212) 


The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Telecorp 
Canada Limited" by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it 
would lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended to be 
carried on by the Objector and the Proponent are one business or that the 
name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is 
associated with the Objector or would lead someone who had an interest in 
dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief 
that he was dealing with the Objector. 
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In the matter before me, the Objector and the Proponent both are engaged 
in the business of selling, installing and servicing of commercial telephone 
inter-connect equipment. Neither party carries on any manufacturing. 


In this respect, therefore, I conclude that the nature of the business of the 
Proponent and that of the Objector is virtually the same. 


The word "Telecorps" constituting the Objector's business style is a coined or 
fanciful word not to be found in the dictionary. According to Mr. Wright, 
President of the Objector, the word was formed to connote a corps of 
dedicated telephone professionals. Similarly, the word "Telecorp" in the 
Proponent's name is coined or fanciful and was formed by combining the 
words "telephone" and "corporation". 


Notwithstanding the greater protection which the courts are prepared to 
afford to names comprising coined or fanciful words (Re Ebsco Investments 
Ltd. and Ebseo Subscription Services Ltd. (1975), 7 O.R. Cava IM DIVECt.), 
56 D.L.R. (3d) 501, 19 C.P.R. (2d) 5), I find on this test that neither the 
business style of the Objector nor the name of the Proponent is clearly 
distinctive of the other. 


The Objector's registered office and principal place of business for southern 
Ontario is in Markham. In addition, the Objector has regional offices in 
Halifax, Montreal and Ottawa. The Proponent's registered office and sole 
place of business is at 238 King Street East in Toronto. The Proponent 
operates solely in Metro Toronto market. 


Both parties carry on their business principally by the active solicitation by 
sales representatives of unsophisticated small- and medium-size businesses. 


Consequently, I find that the persons or classes of persons who deal or who 
might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and the 
Objector are substantially the same. 


The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the names. Those names are: 


"Teleorps" (the Objector) 
and 
"Telecorp Canada Limited" (the Proponent) 


The additional words "Canada Limited" in the Proponent's name are not a 
sufficient basis on which to distinguish the Proponent's name from the 
business style of the Objector. The graphic depiction of "Telcorps" on the 
Objector's advertising, truck panels and most stationery display, in orange 
letters, the following: 


EZ 


The Proponent's name is shown on its stationery in navy blue block letters or 
in white letters on a navy blue band background. 
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Much of the testimony and cross-examination was given to the manner of 
pronouncing "Teleorps" and "Telecorp", raising two unresolved issues: (1) 
whether or not the "s" in "Teleorps" is properly pronounced and (2) whether 
the additional syllable in "Telecorp" can be detected in the ordinary 
pronunciation thereof. 


It is my finding that while "Teleorps" and "Telecorp Canada Limited" are 
visually distinctive, the varied pronunciation of "Teleorps" and "Telecorp 
Canada Limited" lends itself to indistinetion of sound. 


CONCLUSION 


Pursuant to the foregoing and the evidence presented at the Hearing, I 
conclude that the name of the Proponent is similar to that of the Objector's 
business style. However, I do not consider that the continued use of each 
party's name would cause a "likelihood of deception" in the public mind 
within the meaning of section 9(1)(a) of the Act. Mr. Justice Kelly in CC 
Chemicals set forth the proper considerations which must be brought to bear 
in assessing likelihood of deception in connection with the public: 


Further, in considering the likelihood of deception he (ie. the 
Minister) must give due regard to the persons or class of person 
likely to be deceived if dealing with the proponent. I do not 
consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity of one 
name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is induced 
to deal with someone other than the person with whom it was his 
intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal with the 
corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief that he is 
dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said that, within 
the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity of names is 
likely to deceive him. Accepting this, I infer from the 
expression "likely to deceive" that the similarity must be such as 
to cause a person, who had an interest in dealing, or reason to 
deal, with "A" to deal with "B" in the belief that he was dealing 
with "A". If this be the test, as I conceive it to be, the likelihood 
to deceive must be assessed by reference to the impact of the 
words in the name on the persons or class of persons with whom 
the objector seeks to have business dealings, that is, his 
customers or prospective customers. In other words, the only 
person who is deceived is he who takes some action or makes 
some decision different from that which he would have made but 
for the deception; and similarly the person who is likely to be 
deceived is one whose action or decision is likely to be so 
affected. (at p. 213) 


It appears, therefore, that while the business of the Objector and that of the 
Proponent are the same, their business development methods provide ample 
opportunity and incentive for each party to distinguish themselves in the 
minds of potential customers, particularly in this recently de-regulated and 
highly competitive business: personal-contact solicitation by sales 
representatives. 


Proceedings under section 12(1) of the Act are an administrative procedure 
in the public interest and do not constitute an additional commercial 
remedy. Nor is the purpose of the proceedings to afford protection to the 
Objector in the continued use of its name without fear of competition: 
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It was never intended that s. 12 should provide an alternative 
method of determining the rights of two parties where one of 
them, by the manner in which he is conducting his business, is 
seeking to draw custom away from his competitor. Adequate 
remedies have always been available to deal with such a 
situation - any attempt to broaden the scope of the 
administrative procedure under s. 12 to encompass what is 
"passing-off" are unwarranted and should be resisted. (per Kelly, 
J.A. in C C Chemicals at page 210). 


The testimony of Mrs. Wright for the Objector and Ms. Tamblyn for the 
Proponent disclose the receipt of telephone calls clearly intended for the 
other. This does not show deception in the public mind or the likelihood 
thereof. Aside from calls from established customers who obviously can 
ascertain when they have called the wrong corporation, inquiries such as 
reported by Mrs. Wright from equipment finance companies, again, do not 
show any likelihood of deception "in se" but merely instances of on-going 
client information-gathering which is a common and prudent business 
practice. 


The errors made by the C-PEG group at Bell Canada which Mrs. Wright 
related constitute merely examples of errors which, unfortunately, are 
eoncomitant with the running of a large public utility. Whereas both the C- 
PEG group at Bell Canada and the equipment finance companies use the 
same customer identification form (produced as Exhibit No. 32), Mrs. Wright 
identified only Bell Canada as being the principal source of the reported 
errors, although she did refer to similar errors by the equipment leasing 
companies. As stated by McRuer, C.J.H.C., in Re Menzies-Gibson at page 
OK eg 

In commercial life there is bound to be a certain amount of 

eoineidence of names, but this cannot be dealt with on any 

trivial ground. 


Finally, I refer to the Undertaking which the Objector's solicitor prepared 
for and obtained from the Proponent, which was produced as Exhibit No. 28. 
The nature of the Undertaking was for the Proponent to change its name to 
that which is other than the same or similar to the Objector's corporate 
name or business style. In addition, the Proponent acknowledged that its 
name is likely to deceive members of the public. I wish to point out, firstly, 
that the ascertaining of likelihood of deception is a matter which has been 
placed within the province of the Director, Companies Branch, pursuant to 
section 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 and that, consequently, 
I do not feel bound by such a private instrument. Secondly, I refer to the 
foregoing quotation from Mr. Justice Kelly in C_C Chemicals excluding 
section 12(1) proceedings from among the commercial remedies which are 
otherwise available to the parties among themselves. This Hearing is not 
the proper forum for the advancement of such remedies nor, in particular, 
are submissions on any alleged breach of such Undertaking a proper 
consideration for me to take in this matter. 


DECISION 


It is my decision, therefore, that the continuing use of the Proponent's name 
would not be likely to deceive within the meaning of section 9 of the 
Business Corporations Act, 1982 and that the continuing use of the 
Proponent's name would not lead to the inference that the business carried 
on by the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same and, in 
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particular, that the Proponent is associated with the Objector. Therefore, 
for the foregoing reasons, there will be no order changing the name of the 
Proponent under section 12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982.

Appearances: 


Robert O. Snyder on behalf of Agri-Service Laboratory Inc. 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Proponent") 


J. Reed Hunter, Q.C. on behalf of The Griffith Laboratories, 
Limited c.o.b. as Agri-Food Laboratories (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as the "Objector") 


A hearing was held before me pursuant to subsection 12(1) of the Business 
Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act") for the purpose of determining whether 
or not a certificate of amendment to the articles of incorporation of the 
Proponent, Ontario Corporation No. 586782, should be issued changing its 
name. The hearing commenced on March 12, 1987; the hearing continued 
and concluded on March 26, 1987. 


Agri-Food Laboratories is a business name or style of The Griffith 
Laboratories, Limited, a corporation incorporated under The Companies Act 
(Canada) in 1929. The Objects of this corporation are set out on the third 
page of Exhibit No. 4 as follows: 


To manufacture, refine, compound, produce, buy, sell, import, export, 
distribute, and generally deal in food, cereal, vegetable, animal, spice, 
and chemical products and materials of all classes and descriptions, 
either at retail or wholesale; and to manufacture, buy, sell, import, 
export, distribute or otherwise deal in goods, wares and merchandise 
generally either as principal or agent. 


The Objector filed the business name or style "Agri-Food Laboratories" 
under the Corporations Information Act with the Ministry on January 11, 
1984 (see Exhibit No. 4). 


Exhibit No. 5 is a brochure, used by the Objector, setting out certain of the 
services provided by the Objector and certain other general information 
about the Objector. 


Exhibits No. 6 and 7 are samples of the letterhead of the Objector and the 
Proponent respectively. 
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Mr. Robert J. Page gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mr. Page is 
Vice President (Administration) and Secretary of the Objector, positions he 
has held since 1974. 


Mr. Page described generally the business of The Griffith Laboratories, 
Limited. The company has its head office in Scarborough and does business 
across Canada and abroad. He also described how, in 1984, the Objector, 
wishing to expand its laboratory services, bid upon and obtained the rights to 
earry out the testing functions previously carried out by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food. The purpose of the Objector's new 
laboratory at Guelph was to perform analytical services respecting soil 
analysis for farmers. A certain amount of work is also done for owners of 
orchards and for the lawn and garden market segment. 


In his testimony, Mr. Page referred to the map on the back of Exhibit No. 5 
which shows the location of Agri-Food Laboratories. At this location there 
is also of a drop box i.e., a place where samples can be left for analysis. Mr. 
Page further testified that the Proponent had a laboratory approximately 6 
to 10 miles from that of the Objector. Exhibit No. 9 is a copy of a flyer 
produced by the Proponent indicating that it has a drop box located on Lewis 
Road in Guelph, at a location which, according to Mr. Page sis 
approximately 2 or 3 blocks from the business premise of the Objector. 


Exhibit No. 10 is a promotional brochure produced by the Objector advising 
that in June 1986 the Objector would be providing a new type of service for 
the greenhouse and residential property market. Exhibit No. 11 is a copy of 
a May, 1985 mailer or announcement from the Proponent indicating that the 
Proponent would be providing a new type of horticultural analysis in July of 
1985. 


Exhibit No. 12 is an excerpt from the March 13, 1984 issue of "Farm and 
Country". The article on page 3 of that publication sets out the background 
behind the Objector's moving into the business of operating a testing 
laboratory. 


Exhibit No. 13 is a copy of a letter from the Elanco Division of Eli Lilly 
Canada Ine. to the Proponent. Mr. Page testified that this letter was 
delivered to the offices of the Objector in May of 1985. 


Exhibit No. 14 is a copy of a letter dated April 4, 1986 from the Manager of 
the Objector to the Norfolk Co-operative Co. Ltd. which, Mr. Page 
testified, was required because the co-operative had enquired as to the 
difference between the Objector and the Proponent. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Page indicated that the services brochure used by 
the Objector (Exhibit No. 5) exists, probably in an updated form, today. He 
could not be certain, however, as to the exact date on which use of the 
brochure began. He indicated further that soil analysis work for the farming 
community was the primary emphasis of the Guelph operation of the 
Objector and that this operation constituted less than 5% of the total of the 
Objector's business. 
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Exhibit No. 15 is a series of promotional brochures and Exhibit No. 16 is a 
feed sample submission form both prepared for, and used by, the Objector. 
Exhibit No. 17 is a brochure describing certain of the Objector's services. 
Each of Exhibits 16 and 17, bear the logo and name of the provincial 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food. Mr. Page testified that the Objector was 
authorized to hold itself out as agent of the province, particularly the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food, for purposes of the services it provides 
and, to the best of his knowledge, no other similar business is entitled to do 
SO. 


With respect to Exhibits 13 and 14, Mr. Page indicated that he did not know 
what had happened to the original copy of the May 22, 1985 letter to Mr. 
Murray Snyder from Elanco and that he had no direct personal knowledge of 
the alleged confusion at the Norfolk Co-operative, his only knowledge being 
that set out in the April 4, 1986 letter from the manager of the Objector to 
the co-operative. 


Agri-Service Laboratory Ine. was incorporated under the _ Business 
Corporations Act, 1982 by articles of incorporation dated the 25th day of 
May, 1984 and is a body corporate within the meaning of the Act. The 
articles of incorporation contained no restrictions on the business the 
corporation may carry on or on the powers the corporation may exercise. 


Murray Snyder and Ruth Oswald gave evidence on behalf of the Proponent. 


Murray Snyder was the sole incorporator of the Proponent and, according to 
the Companies Branch public file for the Proponent, remains the only 
officer and director of the Proponent. 


Mr. Snyder testified that he resides at the same address where the 
Proponent does business, that being R. R. #1, Breslau, and that the business 
of the Proponent is predominantly that of doing feed analysis for feed mills 
along with some soil and water testing. Like the Objector the Proponent 
does business across Canada. 


Mr. Snyder further testified that the Proponent commenced _ business 
operations in July of 1984 and that he had experience in this type of 
business, while in the employ of other corporations, over a 19 year period. 


The business premises of the Proponent is located on a farm in the Township 
of Woolwich in the Regional Municipality of Waterloo and has always been 
operated from this location. The phone number of the Proponent is a 
Kitchener phone number. 


With respect to the clientele of the Proponent, Mr. Snyder testified that the 
Proponent has approximately 300 actively corporate clients (feed mills) and 
that approximately 90% of the Proponent's business is obtained from such 
mills, the balance of the work being done directly for farmers on an 
individual basis. 
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Mr. Snyder further testified that he was not aware of any incidents of 
confusion between the Objector and the Proponent. With specific reference 
to Exhibit No. 14, Mr. Snyder testified that he knows Mr. Kloet and has 
done business with that individual on a regular basis for some time. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Snyder outlined the approach he used in selecting 
the name of the Proponent. He also testified that he was aware that the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food was no longer going to be offering 
the service of testing samples and had called for tenders with respect to this 
activity. Mr. Snyder did not make a tender as he was, at that time in the 
employ of a feed mill in Elmira. Mr. Snyder was, however, aware that The 
Griffith Laboratories, Limited had in fact taken over this activity from the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food and would be earrying on that 
activity at its lab in Guelph. 


On cross-examination Mr. Snyder testified that he applied for a job at The 
Griffith Laboratories, Limited and, failing to obtain employment there, 
decided to incorporate the Proponent and commence the business operations 
which he still conducts. 


Mr. Snyder did acknowledge that he knew at the time that the Proponent 
commenced business that he would be carrying on basically the same type of 
work which the Ministry of Agriculture and Food had done at Guelph and 
which had been taken over by the Objector. He did indicate, however, that 
he knew nothing of the business or style name Agri-Food Laboratories and 
assumed that the function was being taken over by The Griffith 
Laboratories, Limited. 


With respect to the business of the Proponent, Mr. Snyder testified that the 
Proponent initially sought to do business with feed mills, any business 
coming directly from farmers being purely incidental. He further testified 
that most of the business of the Proponent was, and continues to be, with 
feed mills. 


Like the Objector, the Proponent has what is referred to as "drop boxes". 
The Proponent has two, one in Listowel at-a feed mill and a second in 
Guelph at the business premises of W-C Premix Ltd., a client of the 
Proponent. The second location is just a few blocks from the drop box of 
the Objector. 


With respect to Exhibit No. 8 (letter head of the Proponent), Mr. Snyder 
testified that the letterhead, particularly the logo, was designed by a 
printing company, under his direction and with his approval, and was 
intended to create the impression that the Proponent runs a laboratory. 


On further cross-examination Mr. Snyder testified that Exhibit No. 12, the 


article from Farm and Country Magazine, and Exhibit No. 13, (the letter 
from Elanco) first came to his attention on the day of this hearing. 
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Exhibit No. 18 is a sample order form of the Proponent. Mr. Snyder 
described in some detail, the content of the form and the different 
attributes with respect to which the Proponent will offer testing services. 
Mr. Snyder further testified that the testing and categorization of tests 
done by the Proponent differ in some respects from that done by the 
Objector. 


On further cross-examination, Mr. Snyder testified that while the Proponent 
did give consideration to going into the servicing of the greenhouse industry, 
it was ultimately determined not to proceed in this direction. 


On re-examination, Mr. Snyder testified that the drop box in Guelph was 
placed at the office of one of the Proponent's client at the request of the 
client. With respect to the logo of the Proponent, Mr. Snyder testified that 
that logo had been prepared by a company by the name of St. Jacob's 
Printing and that he had merely given them the instruction to prepare a logo 
that "looks like a laboratory". 


Ruth Oswald also gave evidence on behalf of the Proponent. Ms. Oswald 
lives in Kitchener and is an officer, direetor and shareholder of the 
Proponent. She manages the business affairs of the company and in that 
capacity, has daily contact with the Proponent's client. 


Exhibit No. 19 is the 1987 addition of the telephone directory of the 
Regional Municipality of Waterloo, Guelph and surrounding area. With 
respect to this exhibit, Ms. Oswald testified as follows: 


1F In the local yellow pages covering Kitchener, Waterloo, Baden, 
Breslau, New Dundee, New Hamburg, and Plattsville, the 
Proponent is listed at its address in Breslau. 


vp In the white pages of the exhibit, the Proponent has a listing on 
page 13 under the Breslau listing showing its Breslau address. 


3. In the Kitchener-Waterloo listings on page 256, the Proponent is 
listed with its Breslau address. 


4, In the yellow pages for Waterloo, Wellington area-wide, the 
Proponent is listed under laboratories-testing on page 123, again 
with its Breslau address. 


With respect to each of the four listings above, Ms. Oswald testified that in 
each category there was no listing for the Objector. 


Dealing further with Exhibit No. 19, Ms. Oswald testified as follows: 


Ne In the Waterloo, Wellington area-wide yellow pages at page 123, 
the Objector is listed under the heading Laboratories-Medical by 
the name Agri-Food Laboratories, a division of The Griffith 
Laboratories, Limited, along with the Guelph address of the 
Objector. 
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2. In the white pages for the City of Guelph at page 148, there is a 
listing for Agri-Food Laboratories, a division of The Griffith 
Laboratories, Limited. 


Ms. Oswald testified that with respect to the two listing referred to above 
there are no comparable listings under those headings or categories for the 
Proponent. 


Exhibits No. 20 - 27 are samples of letterhead, envelopes, invoices, lab 
reports, fee schedules and advertisements, the essential element of each 
being the appearance of the name, logo and address of the Proponent. 


Exhibit No. 28 is a series of three photographs showing the business premises 
of the Proponent. Exhibit No. 29 is a series of four photographs showing the 
business premises of the Objector. 


Exhibit No. 30 is a promotional folder used by the Proponent for handing out 
advertising material. 


Exhibit No. 31 is the 1986 Trade Directory of Ontario Grain and Feed. With 
respect to this exhibit, Ms. Oswald testified that the Exhibit is the trade 
directory of the Ontario Grain and Feed Dealers Association, of which the 
Proponent is a member. In that directory, the Proponent is listed under 
Associate member firms with its full corporate name and has an advertise- 
ment on page 85 again setting out its logo, name and address. Ms. Oswald 
further testified that the Objector also has an advertisement in this 
publication at page 121. 


With respect to her daily business activities, Ms. Oswald testified that she 
answers the telephone identifying the Proponent the "Agri-Service" or 
"Agri-Service Laboratory". She further testified that she had called the 
office of the Objector where the telephone was answered with "Agri-Food 
Labs". 


Ms. Oswald further testified that she was not aware of any incidents of 
confusion between the Objector and the Proponent by any of the Proponent's 
customers, nor was she aware of any situations where clients dealt with the 
Proponent thinking that they were dealing with the Objector. 


With specific respect to Exhibit No. 14 Ms. Oswald testified that she was 
not aware of any confusion at the Norfolk Co-operative between the 
Objector and the Proponent and that that co-operative had, in fact, had 
business dealings with the Proponent both before and after the date of the 
letters 


Ms. Oswald further testified that she was not aware of any orders sent to 
the Proponent that should have been sent to the Objector, that she had 
received no phone calls intended for the Objector, that she had never 
received any mail intended for the Objector and that she had never received 
any cheques in payment of accounts which were intended to be sent to the 
Objector. 
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On ecross-examination, Ms. Oswald testified that the Objector and the 
Proponent offer some similar services and they in fact compete. 


On further cross-examination, Ms. Oswald testified that Exhibit No. 31 
(1986 Ontario Grain and Feed Directory) is used mainly by feed mills and 
feed ingredient suppliers, the main client group of the Proponent. 


Ms. Oswald further testified that the Objector is located in the City of 
Guelph in the County of Wellington while the Proponent is in the Township 
of Woolwich in the Regional Municipality of Waterloo. She further testified 
that the Objector was listed in the telephone directory for the City of 
Guelph and that anyone seeking the organization which was the successor to 
the work previously done by the University of Guelph on behalf of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food would, in her opinion, reasonably look in 
the directory of the City of Guelph to find the phone number of the 
university in attempting to locate the Objector. 


Counsel for the Proponent and the Objector presented thorough and concise 
submissions respecting the applicable law in this matter. Those submissions 
were of considerable assistance to me and were based on the statutory 
provisions and recognized case law in these matters. I will trace that 
background briefly. 


Statutory Provisions 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held, 
provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
eorporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9(1) of the Act provides: 
Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 
(b) that is the same as or. . .similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 
whether in existence or not, or 
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(ii) the known name under which any _ body 
corporate, trust, association, partnership, sole 
proprietorship, or individual, carries on business 
or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 
(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Sections 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act sets out certain 
matters which the Director may consider when determining whether a name 
is contrary to section 9 of the Act. That section of the Regulation reads as 
follows: 


For the purpose of section 12 of the Act, the matters the 
Director may consider when determining whether a name is 
eontrary to section 9 of the Act include, 

(a) the distinctiveness of the whole or any element of 
any name or trade mark and the extent to which the 
name or trade mark has become known; 

(b) the length of time the trade mark or name has been 
in use; 

(ec) the nature of the goods or services associated with 
the trade mark or the nature of the business carried 
on under or associated with a name, including the 
likelihood of any competition among businesses using 
such a trade mark or name; 

(d) the nature of the trade with which a trade mark or 
name is associated, including the nature of the goods 
or services and the means by which they are offered 
or distributed; 

(e) the degree of similarity between the corporate name 
and any trade mark or name in appearance or sound 
or in the ideas suggested by them; and 

(f) the geographic are in Ontario in which the corporate 
name is likely to be used. 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly, 
J. A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors 
which it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, 
in essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or class or class of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and of course 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one company with 


another. These tests are in essence codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 under the Act. 
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The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Agri-Service 
Laboratory Ine." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it would 
lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended to be carried 
on, by the Proponent and the business carried on by the Objector are one 
business or that the name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that 
the Proponent is associated with the Objector or would lead someone who 
had an interest in dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in 
the mistaken belief that he was dealing with the Objector. 


The purpose of the Director's authority in section 12 of the Act is to protect 
the public interest in not being subjected to deception, which is likely to 
arise from the acquisition of corporate names that are similar to names 
already in use. 


Kelly, J. A. concluded in Re: C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 63 D.L.R. (2d) 
203, at p. 209: 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 
similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an infringe- 
ment on the name or style under which he e@arries on business: s. 
12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies available for that 
purpose, but in the public interest for the protection and 
convenience of the public. 


The public to be protected is not the publie as a whole, but the persons or 
class of persons with whom the Objector has or intends to have business 
dealings. Kelly, J. A. at p. 213: 


I do not consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity 
of one name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is 
induced to deal with someone other than the person with whom it 
was his intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal 
with the corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief 
that he is dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said 
that, within the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity 
of names is likely to deceive him. 


And as follows at p. 213: 


In other words, the only person who is deceived is he who take 
some action or makes some decision different from that which 
he would have made but for the deception; and similarly the 
person who is likely to be deceived is one whose action or 
decision is likely to be so affected. 


This concept was extended in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.) case by Laskin, J at p. 61 
to include the probability of confusion as to the association of one company 
with another. 
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In summary, the relevant facts which it is appropriate to consider in 
determining likelihood of deception, are in essence: 


ie the nature of the businesses 

Dre the names of the businesses, 

3. the persons or class of person who might ordinarily be expected 
to deal with each business. 


With respect to confusion, as concluded by Mr. Justice Kelly in C C 
Chemicals at page 214, instances of confusion must be frequent and 
compelling in nature in order to be relevant to the determination to be made 
under section 9 of the Act. 


In the matter before me, both the Objector and the Proponent are involved 
in the business of providing laboratory testing services. In this regard they 
are similar, although there was evidence of the fact that there were some 
differences between the services offered and the manner in which those 
services were carried out. I would conclude, therefore, that there is 
considerable similarity between the nature of the Objector's business and 
the nature of the Proponent's business. 


The Objector's clientele is made up primarily of individuals involved in the 
farming business and derived, at least to some extent, from its relationship 
with the Ministry of Agriculture and Food. The Objector's main place of 
business is in the City of Guelph and it does business across Canada. 


The Proponent's clientele is made up largely of feed mills and other business 
organizations in the farming industry with a small portion of its business 
coming from the public. The Proponent's main place of business is at a rural 
location in the township of Woolwich in the Regional Municipality of 
Waterloo. Like the Objector, the Proponent carries on business Canada. 


I eonelude on this, therefore, that the persons or class of persons who might 
ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and the Objector 
are, to a significant degree, different. The clientele of the Proponent tends 
to be business operations themselves and more likely to be aware of the 
differences between the Objector and the Proponent. 


The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the two names, which are as follows: 


AGRI-SERVICE LABORATORY INC. (the "Proponent") 
and 


THE GRIFFITH LABORATORIES, LIMITED (the "Objector") 
carrying on business as AGRI-FOOD LABORATORIES 
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Both names contain the word or shortened word "Agri" which is an 
expression found in the public domain. The extent to which this phrase is 
used can be found in the name search done when the Proponent was 
incorporated (Exhibit No. 3) and the telephone directory (Exhibit No. 19). 
The Proponent's name contains the word "Laboratory" and the Objector's 
business or style name contains the plural form of that word. Aside from 
the legal element in the Proponent's name, the names are distinguished by 
the use of the word "Service" in the corporate name of the Proponent and 
the word "Food" in the business or style name of the Objector. 


From the evidence, it would appear that the incorporator of the Proponent 
knew, or ought to have known, of the use of the business or style name 
"Agri-Food Laboratories" by the Objector when the name search was 
obtained as a part of the incorporation of the Proponent (Exhibit No. 3). 
There is no evidence to indicate that the name of the Proponent was chosen 
with a view to benefit from the existence and goodwill of the Objector. The 
use of the word "Service" and the legal element "Inc." in the name of the 
Proponent, in my view, distinguish it from the business or style name of the 
Objector. 


I have concluded, therefore, on the basis of the evidence before me, that 
while the two names are similar, the use of the Proponent's name would not 
be likely to deceive within the meaning of subsection 9(1)(b) of the Act in 
that the use of the Proponent's name would lead to the inference that the 
business carried on by the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same 
or that the Proponent is associated or affiliated with the Objector. 


In reaching this conclusion I have taken the following into consideration: 


(a) There is a signifieant difference between the clientele of the 
Proponent and the Objector, as outlined above. 


(b) There is little, if any, evidence of confusion despite the fact that 
the two businesses have been in existence, and in competition, 
for almost three years. 


(ec) In most, if not all, of its brochures, advertisements and business 
forms, the Objector describes itself as "Agri-Food Laboratories, 
a division of The Griffith Laboratories, Limited"; in certain of 
those documents, the Objector also displays the name and/or 
logo of the Ministry of Agriculture and Food. In generally the 
same kind of documents, the Proponent consistently uses a 
different and distinctive logo, its full corporate name in a 
distinctive stylized manner and its Breslau address. 


(d) The business premises of the Proponent and the Objector 
(Exhibits No. 28 and 29) are very different, located in different 
municipalities, have different telephone exchanges and are listed 
in different parts of the telephone directory (Exhibit No. 19). 
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Counsel for the Objector relied heavily on the protection afforded a 
"eoined" word found in the Divisional Court decision in Re _ Ebsco 
Investments Limited and Ebsco Subscription Services Limited, (1975) 7 O.R. 
(2d) 741. In that case, even though the businesses being carried on by the 
parties were quite different in nature the Court found that the very 

distinctive nature of the word "Ebsco" was such that members of the public 
in all probability would be inclined to believe that any two companies using 
this word as the first word in their respective corporate names would be, at 
the very least, associated with each other. In my opinion, the test set forth 
in that ease is not applicable to the case at hand. Although the parties to 
that dispute were carrying on very different activities, the Court found that 
the descriptive words which followed the distinctive term Ebsco were such 
as to raise the likelihood of confusion even among sophisticated clients. 
There were also, in that case, instances of significant and serious confusion. 


As Mr. Justice Goodman stated at page 749: 


"there may be other cases where the coined word is indeed 
unique or distinctive but the additional words used in the 
corporate names of the respective companies and the businesses 
engaged in by the respective companies are so different in their 
nature that the public is not likely to be deceived by the use of 
the coined word in the two corporate names in question. Each 
ease will fall to be decided by the application of the principals 
laid down in the C C Chemicals case and the Laidlaw case, to 
the particular circumstances of the case". 


In the matter before me, the names in question do not contain a coined 
word; the presence of the coined word was in my view, and overriding 
consideration in the Ebsco case and was the basic ingredient in the finding 
that the companies in that case would be seen to be associated. Also, as 
indicated above, there is little, if any, evidence of confusion in the matter 
before me and, in my view, little likelihood of the assumption of association. 
The matter, therefore, is one to be decided on the basis of the principals 
laid down in the C C Chemicals case and the Laidlaw case, as indicated by 
Mr. Justice Goodman. 





The primary emphasis of my determination is the public interest and that 
confusion between the names of the two businesses be avoided. As indicated 
above, there is little, if any, significant evidence of confusion and certainly 
nothing providing sufficient grounds to require the Proponent to change its 
name. 


Therefore, for the foregoing reasons, there will be no order changing the 


name of Agri-Service Laboratory Inc. under section 12 of the Business 
Corporations Act, 1982. 
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Counsel for the Proponent raised an issue when the Objector had completed 
the presentation of his evidence with respect to which I reserved my 
decision. The argument put forward by the counsel for the Proponent, at 
that point, was that at the time when the Proponent was incorporated there 
was no evidence to indicate that the Objector was in fact carrying on 
business under the business or style name of "Agri-Food Laboratories" and 
that, in these circumstances, the Proponent had, in effect, no case to meet 
in that the Objector had failed to raise a case which the Proponent was 
required to meet. 


Given my finding above, it is not necessary to address this issue. It would be 
my view, however, that the argument put forward by counsel for the 
Proponent should fail, given the function and responsibility of the Director 
under section 12 of the Act.

REASONS AND DECISION 


APPEARANCES: 


Mr. Paul R. Basso on behalf of Ashrae American Society of 
Heating, Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers, Inc. 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Objector Society") 
and A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the "2nd Objector") 


Mr. R. H. Raphael on behalf of Ashrae Controls Inc. (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as the "Proponent") 


This hearing was held pursuant to section 12 of the Business Corporations 
Act, 1982. The purpose of the hearing was to decide whether a certificate 
of amendment to the articles of Ashrae Controls Ine., Ontario Corporation 
and No. 497806 Ashrae Consultants and Associates Inc., Ontario Corporation 
No. 492817, changing their names should be issued. 


Since Ashrae Consultants and Associates Ine. is no longer is existence, it 
eannot be the subject of an order under section 12 of the Act. Ashrae 
Controls Ine. is, therefore, the Proponent for the purposes of the deter- 
mination to be made under section 12. 


The Objectors are American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air 
Conditioning Engineers, Inc. and A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada. 


George William Buckler testified on behalf of the Objectors. Mr. Buckler, a 
certified engineer, has been a member of the Objector Society for 28 years 
and a member of the Board of Directors of the Objector Society for 4 1/2 
years and is the Regional Chairman for Region 2 of the Objector Society 
which extends from Newfoundland to Windsor, Ontario. 
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The Objector pasa P evolved from two predecessors societies, the 
American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers and the American 


Society of Refrigerating Engineers. 


The American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers was 
incorporated in the State of New York on January 23, 1895. A certified 
copy of the incorporating document of this corporation was submitted as 
Exhibit No. 4. 


The American Society of Refrigerating Engineers was incorporated by 
certificate of incorporation dated August 30, 1905 under the laws of the 
State of New York. 


The objects of the corporation were amended by certificate of amendment 
dated December 28, 1958. The incorporating document was submitted as 
Exhibit No. 5 and the amendment was submitted as Exhibit No. 6. 


The two Societies consolidated on January 29, 1959. Exhibit No. 7 consists 
of the Certificate of Consolidation of the two Societies into the American 
Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers, Inc. 


Article 3 of the Certificate of Consolidation states that the territory in 
which its operations are principally to be conducted includes all parts of the 
United States, its territories and possessions, Canada, and in any and all 
foreign countries and places. 


The relevant purposes of the consolidated corporation are: 


a) To advance the arts and sciences of heating, refrigeration and 
air conditioning and ventilation, and the allied arts and sciences 
for the benefit of the general public. 


b) To encourage and conduct scientific research and the study of 
principles and methods in the fields of heating, refrigeration and 
air conditioning and ventilation, and the allied arts and sciences, 
the results of which shall be made freely available to the public. 


¢) To promote the unrestricted dissemination of knowledge and 
information and, for such purpose, to publish and to foster the 
publication of books, periodicals, papers, reports, educational 
programs, and scientific and educational data relating to 
heating, refrigeration, air conditioning and ventilation, and the 
allied arts and sciences. 


d) To engage in educational activities (not including the conduct of 
any school or institution of learning), and to encourage the 
adoption and maintenance of high standards of instruction and 
educational and professional training in the fields of heating, 
refrigeration, and air conditioning, and the allied arts and 
sciences. 


e) To cooperate with governmental agencies, with the universities, 
colleges, schools, and other organizations and groups having the 
same or similar objects and purposes, and to establish scholar- 
ships and make contributions, grants and awards in furtherance 
of the foregoing purposes. 
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f) To establish, approve, adopt and promulgate codes, standards and 
procedures in the fields of heating, refrigeration, and air 
conditioning and ventilation, and the allied arts and sciences, 
subject to the proviso that all such activity shall be conducted 
solely for the advancement of engineering science. 


g) To organize and form local regions, chapters, sections and 
students in other branches, and to regulate, operate, and control 
the same under the direction and at the pleasure of the 
consolidated corporation, but no local region, chapter, section or 
branch shall subject the consolidated corporation to any financial 
or other obligation except such as the consolidated corporation 
may voluntarily assume. 


Exhibit No. 8 is a certified copy of the American Society of Heating, 
Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers, Inc. Certificate of Type of 
Not-For-Profit Corporation which was issued by the State of New York on 
October 5, 1971. Exhibit No. 9 is the Certificate of Status of the State of 
New York Department of State for the American Society of Heating, 
Refrigerating and Air Conditioning Engineers, Inc. 


Exhibit No. 11 consists of the submission of the Objector's lawyer by letter 
dated June 13, 1985 to the Companies Branch. Attachment B to the letter 
was prepared by the American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air 
Conditioning Engineers Inc. It shows that the corporation normally uses its 
acronym along with its logo which consists of an octagon enclosing the 
ASHRAE acronym. 


The Objector Society has approximately 55,000 members worldwide, the 
majority residing in North America, 4,500 of which reside in Canada. 


The Objector Society collects and disburses money for research projects in 
industry and educational institutions. The University of Western Ontario has 
been recipient of a grant from the Objector Society as well as Ontario 
Hydro. 


The results of these projects are made known to the membership at the 
Objector Society's bi-annual meetings. These meetings draw the member- 
ship together in seminars to discuss the concerns of the industry and to be 
addressed by experts and educators. 


Exhibit No. 12 consists of the ASHRAE Research Periodical for the year 
1985 - 1986. The purpose of the periodical is to give a breakdown of the 
various projects in progress and to provide a summary of ongoing projects. 


The Objector Society develops standards through the documentation of 
research findings in book form for dissemination through the industry. 


Exhibit No. 14 is an example of an ASHRAE Standard entitled "Ventilation 
for Acceptable Indoor Air Quality". This was published by the Objector 
Society. This document would be used by specifying engineers and would 
have a bearing both on the manufacturing of equipment and on the education 
of engineers and technicians. Eventually, the Standard becomes part of a 
handbook. 
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The Objector Society's Standards form the basis of the building codes of 47 
States in the United States. 


The four basic handbooks published by the Objector Society are reviewed 
and updated once every four years. 


The first handbook, Volume I consists of the fundamentals of the heating, 
ventilating and air conditioning industry and deals with equipment, charts 
and information which are basic to the other handbooks. This handbook is 
highly technical and would be used by consulting engineers. 


Volume No. 2 deals with systems and mechanical maintenance. 


Volume No. 3 deals with heating and cooling devices. This volume specifies 
a particular product for a particular purpose and ean be used by specifiers 
and consulting engineers and anyone who has an application for a particular 
product. It would also be of some aid to contractors who do their own 
designing and to educators. 


Volume No. 4 deals with refrigeration. The four volumes of the Objector 
Society's handbooks comprise the "Bible" of the industry. 


Exhibit No. 15 consists of a terminology of heating, ventilation, air 
conditioning and refrigeration published by the Objector Society for the use 
of persons who do specifications. 


Exhibit No. 17 consists of a catalogue of current publications of the 
Objector Society which are available at all meetings of the Objector 
Society. 


Exhibit No. 18 consists of the Objector Society's ASHRAE Journal for 
September 1986 which is published in the United States onee a month. This 
is mailed to the Objector Society's 55,000 members. It provides up-to-date 
technical data and product advertising, Objector Society news and 
information brochures. 


The by-laws of the Objector Society (Exhibit No. 21) under section 2.6 set 
out basic qualifications for membership in the Objector Society. A potential 
member must be an individual, promoted by another member and must meet 
certain qualifications of edueation or experience. These include certain 
educational credits at approved educational institutes or the equivalent of 
12 years of experience in the industry and five years of responsible work in 
charge of education or scientific work and certain qualifications to carry on 
research. The Objector Society does not licence in the same fashion as 
professional societies such as the Law Society of Upper Canada. Its purpose 
is to fund research, to publish and to educate. 


A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada, the other Objector, was incorporated by 


letters patent dated March 17, 1972 under the Canada Corporations Act 
(Exhibit No. 10). 
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The purposes of the corporation are as follows: 


a) To advance the arts and sciences of heating, refrigeration, air 
conditioning and ventilation and the allied arts, sciences and 
related resource, environmental and human factors for the 
benefit of the general public; 


b) To carry on or have carried on, in conjunction with the American 
Society of Heating, Refrigeration and Air Conditioning Engineers 
Inc., research in Canada in the above interest areas; 


¢) To raise funds to defray the cost of research carried on pursuant 
to the above objectives; 


d) To do all other such lawful things as are solely incidental to or 
solely conducive to the attainment of the above objects. 


Mr. Buckler testified that the corporation is performing all of the activities 
set out in its object throughout Canada. 


The 2nd Objector publishes one pamphlet to show the purpose of the 
corporation's various committees. 


Members of the 2nd Objector are automatically members of the Objector 
Society and a director of the 2nd Objector is automatically a director of the 
Objector Society. 


The witness, Mr. Buckler, became aware of the Proponent in late 1982. A 
contractor and a member of the Objector Society complained to the Board 
of Directors that a corporation was using the Objector Society's acronym 
ASHRAE. The Objector Society has never allowed a member to allege that 
the Objector Society has approved the member's product. 


The Proponent, Ashrae Controls Inc. was incorporated under the Business 
Corporations Act, on November 20, 1981. Ashrae Consultants and 
Associates Ine. was incorporated under the Business Corporations Act, on 
September 29, 1981 and was dissolved by order dated July 22, 1985 under 
subsection 3 of section 240 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 for 
default in complying with the Corporations Tax Act. 


Peter H. Heudier, president and owner of Ashrae Controls Ine. and president 
and owner of Ashrae Consultants and Associates Ine. during its corporate 
existence, testified on behalf of the Proponent. Mr. Heudier is qualified as 
a master electrician. 


The Proponent is in the electrical business serving industrial, commercial 
and residential electrical needs. As control "specialists" the Proponent is 
involved with the control of fuel consumption, energy monitoring and 
analysis. The Proponent installs heating control systems which include 
industrial ceiling fans, indoor-outdoor reset control systems, fuel saver 
"thermostats" and programmable micro-processors. The Proponent is an 
authorized Honeywell energy management distributor and installer. In 
addition, the Proponent is responsible for building equipment maintenance 
and general electrical repair and installation which includes the installation. 
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The Proponent deals mainly with apartment owners as well as the owners of 
industrial property. Ninety-five percent of the Proponent's business is done 


in the Metropolitan Toronto area and environs. 


Exhibits Nos. 26 through 29 consists of financial statements for Ashrae 
Controls Ine. from the year ending April 30, 1983 to the year ending April 
30, 1986. The gross sales for 1986 for Ashrae Controls Ine. totalled 
$746,831. The projection of sales for the year ending April 30, 1987 is 
$800,000 to $1,000,000. The Proponent employs 12 employees. 


The Proponent spent between $25,000 to $30,000 in advertising for the 1986 
year. Exhibit No. 30 lists the advertising costs of Ashrae Controls Inc. as a 
proportion of its gross sales between the years of 1983 and 1986 which works 
out to about 2 1/2 to 3% of the gross sales per year. The Proponent 
advertises in magazines and literature mailed to homeowners by Honeywell. 
In addition, the Proponent hands out literature in shopping malls and also 
mails out flyers several times a year to the business sector in Mississauga. 


Exhibit No. 33 represents the type of flyer distributed by the Proponent. 
The Proponent also distributes its flyers through Robert Gelb and Associates 
Inc. which distributes a newsletter across Canada to apartment and 
commercial building owners (Exhibit No. 34). 


In addition, Honeywell prepares a flyer that specifies the products sold by 
Honeywell and distributed and installed by its authorized distributors. The 
Proponent's name and address is stamped on the back of the flyer as a local 
Honeywell wholesaler or authorized energy management distributor. These 
flyers are distributed to people in the engineering sections of industry. 
(Exhibit No. 36). 


When representatives of the Proponent attend at a client's building to repair 
or do energy management servicing, a sticker (Exhibit No. 35) is affixed to 
the device being repaired or serviced so that the client can easily contact 
the Proponent in the future. Thousands of such stickers have been 
distributed. 


The Proponent no longer advertises in newspapers since that form of 
advertising tends to reach the residential market and the Proponent is 
interested in reaching the commercial and industrial market. To that end 
the Proponent advertises in the Business Directory and Buyers Guide of the 
Mississauga Board of Trade which the Proponent is a member. 


Exhibit No. 33 is the Directory for the years 1986 and 1987 and the 
Proponent's advertisement appears on page 18. This advertisement between 
2,800 and $3,000. 


In addition, the Proponent advertises annually in the Mississauga Community 
Guide. Exhibit No. 32 consists of the Proponent's advertisement for the 
1986/87 year and appears at page 74 of the Exhibit. This Community Guide 
is available to all residents of Mississauga. 


In addition, the Proponent advertises in the Yellow Pages Directory for the 
Region of Halton/Peel. Exhibit No. 20 consists of the Proponent's advertise- 
ment in the directory which appears at page 137 under the heading "heating 
consultants." 
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The witness testified that the Proponent has been in the marketplace for 
about 5 years and is drawing business through referrals and advertising under 


its name, Ashrae Controls Inc. 


Mr. Heudier testified that he was contacted by telephone by lawyers for the 
Objector Society about two or three weeks after the incorporation of 
ASHRAE Consultants and Associates Ine. Since he and Mr. Battaglia, his 
partner in Ashrae Consultants were winding-down that corporation in any 
event, he decided to incorporate Ashrae Controls Ine. in order to alleviate 
the concerns of the Objector Society's lawyers. He was contacted again by 
lawyers for the Society about a year and a half ago regarding his use of the 
name Ashrae Controls Inc. He had not been in touch with the lawyers of the 
Objector Society between the first and the second telephone call. 


Through the 5 years of its operations, the Proponent's witness was unaware 
of any incident of confusion in the minds of the public of any person being 
mislead by the use of the Proponent's name. 


Section 12(1) of the Act pursuant to which this hearing was convened 
provides: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in certificate ... (emphasis added). 


The relevant parts of section 9 provides: 


(1) Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a 
name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


(b) that is the same as or, .... similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
. whether in existence or not, or 


(ii) the known name under which anybody corporate 
. carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that would be likely to deceive; or 


(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by 
the regulations. (emphasis added). 


(2) A corporation may have a name described in clause (1)(b) 


upon complying with conditions prescribed by _ the 
regulations. 
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Section 2 of the Regulations under the Act ("the Regulations") provides: 


(1) "Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9(1)(b) of 
the Act includes, 


(a) 


(b) 


(c) 


a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
earried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 

a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
corporation and such person are not and will not be 
associated or affiliated; or 

a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with a person, to deal with a corporation bearing the 
name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing with 
the person. 


Section 3 provides: 


For the purpose of section 12 of the Act, the matters the 
Director may consider when determining whether a name is 
contrary to section 9 of the Act include, 


(a) 


(b) 


(c) 


(d) 


(e) 


the distinctiveness of the whole or any element of 
any name or trade mark and the extent to which the 
name or trade mark has become known; 


the length of time the trade mark or name has been 
in use; 


the nature of the goods or services associated with 
the trade mark or the nature of the business carried 
on under or associated with the name, including the 
likelihood of any competition among businesses using 
such a trade mark or name; 


the nature of the trade with which a trade mark or 
name is associated, including the nature of the goods 
or services and the means by which they are offered 
or distributed; 


the degree of similarity between the corporate name 
and any trade mark or name in appearance or sound 
or in the ideas suggested by them; and 


a geographic area in Ontario in which the corporate 
name is likely to be used. 
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Therefore, the issue is whether actual use of the name "Ashrae Controls 
Ine." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it would lead to the 
inference that the business carried or intended to carried on by the 
Proponent and the business carried on by the Objector are one business, that 
the name would lead to the inference that the Proponent would be 
associated with or affiliated with the Objector, or would lead someone who 
has an interest in dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in 
the mistaken belief that he is dealing with the Objector. 


The purpose of the Director's mandate under section 12 of the Business 
Corporations Act, 1982 is to protect the public interest in not being 
subjected to deception which is likely to arise from the acquisition of 
corporate names that are similar to names already in use. 


Kelly, J. A. coneluded in Re: C C Chemicals Ltd. (1967) 2 0 R. 248 (C.A.), at 
page 294. 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 
similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an infringe- 
ment on the name or style under which he carries on business: s. 
12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies available for that 
purpose, but in the public interest for the protection and 
convenience of the public. 


The public to be protected is not the public as a whole, but the persons 
or class of persons with whom the Objector has or intends to have 
business dealings. Kelly, J. A. at p. 258: 


I do not consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity 
of one name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is 
induced to deal with someone other than the person with whom it 
was his intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal 
with the corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief 
that he is dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said 
that, within the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity 
of names is likely to deceive him. 


The nature of persons or class of persons likely to deal with the Objector 
and the Proponent is an important element in the determination to be made 
by the Director. As stated by Mr. Justice Kelly at page 261: 


Unlike the two corporations in Re F. P. Chapple Co. Ltd., (1960) 


OR... 53), 25. D.L.R. (2d) 106, 35  C.P-R-1, in whieh the 
perspective customers exposed to confusion were very broad in- 


discriminative segment of the general public, in the instant case 
the possible clientele of the Objector is a very compact group, 
the members of which, by their business or avocation, would be 
likely to be more than ordinarily selective as to the products 
which they were buying and the persons with whom they were 
dealing, .... 
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In the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd., (1974), 40 
D.L.R. (3a) 82 (S.C.C.}, Mr. Justice Laskin, Gs he then vas} extended the 
meaning of public deception to include the probability of confusion as to the 
association of one company with another. 


Kelly, J. A. in the C_C Chemicals case concluded that the likelihood of 
deception should not be interpreted as so rigid a standard that the test 
becomes not "probability of deception" but "possibility of deception". 


In summary, the relevant facts which it is appropriate to consider in 
determining likelihood of deception, are in essence: 


Ibe the nature of the businesses 

ae the names of the businesses, 

3. the persons or class of person who might ordinarily be expected 
to deal with each business. 


With respect to confusion, as concluded by Mr. Justice Kelly in C C 
Chemicals at page 214, instances of confusion must be frequent and 
compelling in nature in order to be relevant to the determination to be made 
under section 9 of the Act. 





Both Objectors carry on the same activity which is to fund research in the 
heating, refrigerating and air conditioning industry, to educate members of 
the industry and to establish standards for the industry. Both Objectors 
carry on their activity without a view to gain for their membership. 


The Proponent, on the other hand, is a business engaged in electrical 
contracting and the distribution of electrical products for the conservation 
of energy. 


The Objectors and the Proponent, therefore, differ in the nature of their 
undertaking. 


The Objectors are not in business and do not have, therefore, a clientele in 
the usual sense. The persons they deal with are their members who are 
participants as well in the heating, refrigerating and air conditioning 
industry as electrical and mechanical engineers, technicians, contractors 
and educators. 


The Proponent deals, for the most part, with the owners of large industrial 
buildings and apartment buildings in the day to day management of their use 
of energy. Ten percent of the persons with whom the Proponent deals are 
engineers. 


I therefore conclude that there is a somewhat narrow overlap in the class of 
persons with whom both the Objectors and the Proponent might deal in that 
the 10% of the Proponent's clientele who are engineers may be members of 
the Society or A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada Inc. or may be familiar with 
the Society or A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada Ine. 
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As to the geographic area of operation, the Society maintains a membership 
of approximately 4,500 persons across Canada. The membership of 


A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada appears to consist of the Canadian members 
of the American Society. Since Metropolitan Toronto and environs is a 
major industrial centre, no doubt some members of A.S.H.R.A.E. Research 
Canada Inc. and the Society reside within this area. 


I therefore conclude that there is an overlap in the geographic area in which 
the Objectors and the Proponent carry on their activities. 


All these factors must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the names in question as follows: 


AMERICAN SOCIETY OF HEATING, REFRIGERATING, 
AIR CONDITIONING ENGINEERS, INC. which 


identifies itself under the name ASHRAE (Objector Society) 
AND 

A.S.H.R.A.E. RESEARCH CANADA INC. (2nd Objector) 

ASHRAE CONTROLS INC. (Proponent) 


It seems clear from Exhibit No. 11 that the Objector Society identifies itself 
to the public in the usual course under its acronym ASHRAE. This seems 
logical since the name of the Objector Society is rather long and awkward. 


A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada Ine. uses the initials of the Objector Society 
as the distinctive element in its name. The other words "Research Canada" 
are general and descriptive in nature. 


The Proponent, Ashrae Controls Inc., uses as its distinctive element a word 
which is identical to the name under which the Objector Society identifies 
itself to the public and to the distinctive element in the name of the 2nd 
Objector. The word ASHRAE is not found in the public domain. 


In the ease of both Objectors it is derived from the initials of the first 
Objector. 


In the case of the Proponent, it is derived from a word in the Jewish 
language. 


This is a ease where the Objectors and the Proponent share a word which is 
both "coined" and unique. 


However, is it probable that a person intending to deal with the Proponent 
would be lead to deal with the Objectors or vice versa in the mistaken belief 
that either of the Objectors and the Proponent were one and the same 
business or associated of affiliated with the other? 


"In Re Ebseo Investments Ltd. and Ebseo Subscription Services Ltd. (1975) 7 
O.R. (2d) 741 (Div. Ct.), at page 749 Mr. Justice Goodman states as follows: 
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There may be other eases where the coined word is indeed unique 
or distinetive but the additional words used in the corporate 
names of the respective companies and the business engaged in 
by the respective companies are so different in their nature that 
the public is not likely to be deceived by the use of the coined 
words in the two corporate names in question. Each ease will 
fall to be decided by the application by the principles laid down 
in the Re C C Chemicals case and the Laidlaw case, to the 
particular circumstance of the case. 


Due to the nature of the Objector's activities which are not business-like in 
nature, but in the area of research and education, and the nature of the 
Proponent's activity which is the carrying on of an electrical contracting 
business it is unlikely that a person, whether an engineer or apartment 
owner or a member of either the Objector Society or 2nd Objector would 
confuse the Objectors with the Proponent. 


Nor, for the same reason is it probable that a person likely to deal with the 
Objectors or the Proponent, would be lead to believe that the Objectors and 
the Proponent were associated or affiliated since it is not likely that a 
research, educational and professional association would operate a business 
in direct competition with many of its members. 


In addition, the Proponent ineludes the word "Control" in its name which 
distinguishes it from the acronym ASHRAE of the Objector Society and the 
name of the 2nd Objector, A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada. 


There appears to have been only one incident of confusion occasioned by the 
use of the Proponent's name. In the incident described in Mr. Buckler's 
testimony, the complainant was a member of the Objector Society and a 
competitor of the Proponent and was concerned that the Proponent was 
using the acronym of the Objector Society as a mark of endorsement. It 
may be that the 10% of the Proponent's clientele who are engineers may 
have the same knowledge of the Society and may be lead to the same 
conclusion. But as in the ease of the complainant, in Mr.  Buckler's 
testimony, this can be resolved by contacting the Objector Society. 


The class of persons involved in such a situation would not be a broad 
indiscriminate segment of the general public, but a very compact group the 
members of which by their very qualification as engineers would be more 
than ordinarily selective in their choice of product and dealer and would 
investigate any inference of endorsement by the Objector Society. 


The purpose of the Director's mandate under section 12 of the Business 
Corporations Act is to protect the public from confusion. I conclude that 
the use of the Proponent's name is not likely to deceive the public. 


It was argued for the Objectors that the use of the word "Ashrae" by Ashrae 
Controls Inc. is contrary to paragraph 16(1)(b) of the Regulation in that it 
suggests that the corporation is sponsored or controlled by or is affiliated 
with ASHRAE, the American Society of Heating, Refrigerating and Air 
Conditioning Engineers, Inc. or A.S.H.R.A.E. Research Canada, professional 
associations recognized by the laws of Canada or a Province or Territory of 
Canada without the consent of the appropriate authority. 
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Webster's 7th New Collegiate Dictionary defines "recognize" as follows: 


"3: to acknowledge formally: 
as a) to admit as being lord or sovereign 
b) to admit as being of a particular status 
e) to admit as being one entitled to be heard 
d) to acknowledge the defacto existence or the independence of. 


It has been the understanding of the Companies Branch that the professional 
association referred to in section 16 of the Regulation is one that has 
authority to govern the profession it represents. For example, the Ontario 
College of Physicians and Surgeons or the Law Society of Upper Canada. 


The Objectors as established in the testimony of Mr. Buckler does not have 
the authority to licence or to regulate the conduct of its members. I 
therefore conclude that the Objectors are not professional associations 
recognized by the laws of Canada or a Province or Territory of Canada as 
contemplated by section 16 of the Regulation. 


For the foregoing reasons, an order will not be made pursuant to section 12 


of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 requiring Ashrae Controls Ine. to 
change its name.

REASONS AND DECISION 
APPEARANCES: 


Mr. Gary Plastino, Barrister and Solicitor, on behalf of JOHN K'S 
ART LAB INC. (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the 
"Objector") 


Ms. Pat Doty Reed, Barrister and Solicitor, on behalf of 
ARTLAB COMMUNICATIONS INC. (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the "Proponent") 


On May 20, 1987 a hearing was held before me pursuant to subsection 12(1) 
of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"), at the objection of John 
K's Art Lab Inc. The purpose of the hearing was to decide whether or not 
Artlab Communications Ine. had acquired a name contrary to section 9 of 
the Act and, if so, to reeommend whether or not the name of the Proponent 
should be ordered changed. 


THE EVIDENCE 


The Objector was incorporated under the Act on April 29, 1985 under 
Ontario Corporation No. 622680, without any restrictions as to business or 
powers. There is no record of any registration of business style by the 
Objector under the Partnership Registrations Act. 


The Objector's business style was originally "Devlin's Colour Art Lab" but 
was gradually changed through use to simply "Art Lab". "Devlin's Colour" is 
the proprietary name of a process, a franchise and a registered partnership. 
Mr. John Korecok, President of the Objector, was not aware of any 
proprietorship registered as "Artlab" upon incorporation, since no search was 
done of the Partnerships Registry. The witness explained that "Art Lab 
Inc." was originally attempted to be incorporated, however this was not 
permitted by the examiners at the Companies Branch. Subsequently, the 
proposed corporate name "John K's Art Lab Inc." was accepted, however no 
business style was ever registered. 


The Proponent was incorporated under the Act on September 25, 1985 under 
Ontario Corporation No. 639288, without any restrictions as to business or 
powers. There is no record of any registration of business style by the 
Proponent under the Partnership Registrations Act. 
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Gary Plastino, counsel to the Objector, called as his only witness Mr. 
Koreok. 


The Objector is owned by two shareholders and has two officers and 
directors, as well as three employees including one of the owners. The 
Objector's business comprises graphic arts services including printed artwork 
for mass mailing advertising, seminars and conferences, computer and hand 
design, brochures, newsletters and layout, photography (in studio), audio- 
visual services, packaging design and photo-typing. 


The Objector carries on client solicitations by flyers to graphic arts 
professionals. Also, the Objector advertises, but only in the Yellow Pages 
Telephone Directory. In addition, the Objector has business cards and 
stationery. The main form of advertising is by way of flyers and newsletters 
on letterhead. Exhibit No. 5 shows the business card and price list of the 
Objector. 


Mr. Koreok asserted that the Objector is known as "Art Lab", having been 
formerly known as "Devlin's Colour Art Lab" during the first year of being in 
business following incorporation. The Objector obtains work by referrals 
from graphie arts professionals and by word of mouth from the general 
public. The Objector receives two to three inquiries a month for its services 
and this constitutes sixty percent of the source of the Objector's business. 
The Objector complements the work of the referring graphic arts 
professionals. 


The Objector is located in Don Mills but has clients all over Metropolitan 
Toronto and Markham, Ontario. Location is not relevant for the Objector's 
business. 


The Objector's premises are comprised of 1,000 square feet, a dark room and 
art tables. The premises are not shared with any other business. 


The Objector deals with eight to ten suppliers and incurs supplies expenses 
of approximately $2,000 per month. The Objector's billings last year were 
$105,000 to April 30. 


The Proponent was incorporated approximately two years ago. For the five 
years previous to the date of incorporation, Ms. Rasa Skudra, witness for 
and a principal of the Proponent, worked out of the Toronto General 
Hospital servicing the illustration needs of the medical profession. Because 
of the need to update equipment, Ms. Skudra decided to start her own 
business, the Proponent, which comprises four directors, two medical people 
to secure professional standards and international contacts, and four 
officers. The other founding principal of the Proponent is a medical 
photographer. 


Ms. Skudra's background is in medical science, advertising and fine arts. She 
works in close association with medical professionals to ensure accuracy. 


The Proponent's principal clients are doctors who teach in hospital and 
research centres. Among clients, the Proponent counts ten hospitals and the 
University of Toronto. 


The Proponent's customers are located in Metropolitan Toronto and 
internationally, e.g. South Africa, Germany, Japan and United States. 
Business is concentrated in Toronto, but is also done in Montreal and 
Vancouver. 
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The Proponent advertises principally by way of a diagrammatic aid to 
doctors: "Anatomy with A-PEEL" (Exhibit No. 10) for each type of medical 
specialist. Advertising for the Proponent appears on the divider tabs. The 
advertising is directed to the medical profession exclusively, including 
pharmaceutical advertisers. Exhibit Nos. 10 to 14 show the types of flyer 
and ecard advertising carried on the Proponent. Exhibit No. 15 constitutes 
the stationery samples of the Proponent. Ms. Skudra drew attention to the 
Proponent's logo which shows an adaptation of "Paracelsus", the father of 
modern anatomy, holding a computer slide. 


Among the services provided by the Proponent are medical and patient 
education, training manuals, clinic procedures, research publications and 
presentations, skills up-grading programs to educate others in medical 
illustration and new technology by way of computer slides, medical 
illustration and photography, graphic designs and video/film presentations, 
as shown in Exhibit No. 12 (promotional brochure). The Proponent's staff 
varies based on workload. There are five full time employees to which are 
added part-time employees on an as-needs basis. Ms. Skudra explained that 
the Proponent is able to do general graphics for the general public but this is 
less lucrative than medical graphics. The general graphics requirements of 
the Proponent are done outside. 


The Proponent reported gross billings of $160,000 from November to May of 
this year. The Proponent's year end is October 3lst. Its projected annual 
billings are $250,000 to $300,000. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Plastino, Ms. Skudra testified that her business 
involves special training and the use of unusual graphic methods and 
equipment. The Proponent uses graphics for particular purposes and not to 
provide general graphics services. 


Finally, the witness declared that it is not part of the Proponent's business 
plan to vary outside the current area of specialization. The Proponent has 
no focus to operate outside the medical area or to provide services to the 
general public. 


Whereas the Objector is in the business of general graphics without 
particular specialty of service or clientele, the Proponent provides 
specialized graphic services and seeks specific clientele. 


The words "Art Lab" were chosen by the Objector to connote precision and 
quality of work by the combination of technology and art. 


Upon conducting the NUANS name search at the time of incorporation of 
the Objector, no name similar to that of the Objector was disclosed. 


Ms. Skudra testified that the choice of the Proponent's name was explained 
as being a combination of the words "Art" and "Lab" to form a neologism. 
"John K's Art Lab" was shown on the NUANS name search report, but the 
witness was advised that such name did not cause any problem since they 
were two different corporations. The witness introduced Exhibit Nos. 17 
and 18 being letters to J.C. Barrows, Q.C., Senior Solicitor, Companies 
Branch, from her. 


On re-direct, the witness admitted that upon incorporation, she was aware 


of the existence of other "Art Labs", however, Exhibit No. 20 shows the 
NUANS report giving the approval for the Proponent's intended name. 
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The Objector's corporate name is comprised of "Art Lab" as two words. In 
last year's telephone directory listing, Art Lab appeared as one word, based 
on an error by Bell Canada. "John K's Art Lab" was listed in the Bell 
Canada Telephone Directory for Toronto as being "Artlab", thereby causing 
confusion between the Objector's "de facto" business name and its legal 
name. This error occurred only in last year's telephone listing. As a result 
of the telephone directory error, two of the Objector's customers could not 
find the Objector. In addition, the Objector had noted a dropping off of new 
customers, based on the error in the Bell Canada Directory listing. 


The erroneous Bell Canada telephone listing has been corrected to "John K's 
Art Lab", however Mr. Korcok still asserts that the Objector continues to be 
known as "Art Lab", and is concerned that the confusing telephone calls 
might not be able to be eliminated by the newly corrected telephone listing. 
Exhibit No. 9 was submitted as a further log of five erroneous invoices and 
misdirected telephone calls, maintained by Mr. Koreok. It was Bell Canada's 
mistake that "John K's Art Lab" was changed to read "Artlab", since Bell 
Canada itself became confused according to Mr. Korcok. 


For several months after the Proponent started business, the Proponent did 
not have a telephone number. Last year the Bell Canada Telephone 
Directory listing showed the Proponent's name incorrectly as being "Art 
Lab" rather than "Artlab Communications Inc." Although the Proponent 
corrected the listing at Bell Canada Directory Assistance, the error 
continued in the White Pages Telephone Directory for one year. The listing 
is now correct as showing "Artlab Communications Inc." 


Mr. Korcok obtained his first knowledge of the Proponent after receiving an 
invoice from supplier Blumer-LeVon sent to the Objector for materials not 
ordered. Subsequently further such erroneous invoices for supplies from 
other suppliers as well as telephone calls were noted and kept in the witness! 
log as disclosed in Exhibit Nos. 6, 7 and 8. 


The Proponent shares the same suppliers with the Objector. The Proponent 
purchases approximately three to ten thousand dollars worth of supplies per 
month. The Proponent never received any incorrect invoices. Ms. Skudra 
admitted that there was error in the Proponent's name with Curry's, an art 
supply house. In their computer records, they had two "Artlabs", however 
this was corrected to show the Proponent's full name. 


The Curry's mix-up could not be explained by Ms. Skudra, notwithstanding 
the long standing relationship between the witness and the supplier. The 
confusion however was minimal and easily corrected. There is no evidence 
of confusion with other suppliers. 


Ms. Skudra asserted that there were no customer complaints that they 
wanted to deal with the Objector after having called the Proponent by 
mistake. The witness never received any phone ealls for the Objector. The 
Proponent serves a walk-in trade, based on personal knowledge and contact. 


The Proponent does not have any advertising in the Yellow Pages Telephone 
Directory. 


THE LAW 


The relevant sections in the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (hereinafter 
refer to as "Act") are sections 9 and 12. In Ontario Regulation 466/83 under 
the Act, (hereinafter refer to as "Regulation"), sections 2 and 3 are 
relevant. 
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Subsection 12(1) of the Act provides as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9 of the Act provides, in part, as follows: 
Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 


(a) that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 


(b) that is the same as or, except where a number name is 
proposed, similar to, 


(i) the name of a known, 


(A) body corporate, 

(B) © trust, 

(C) association, 

(D) partnership, 

(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 


whether in existence or not, or 

(ii) the known name under which any body corporate, 
trust, association, partnership, sole proprietorship, or 
individual, carries on business or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 


(ec) that does not meet the requirements prescribed by the 
regulations. 


Sections 2 and 3 of the Regulation appear to codify the case law which has 
developed over the years with regards to name disputes, in particular Re C 


C_Chemicals Ltd., (1967) O.R. v.2, 248 and Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. 
Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.) 
Section 2 of the Regulation sets out circumstances in which the use of a 


name would be "likely to deceive" within the meaning of section 9(1)(b) of 
the Act. Section 2 of the Regulation provides that: 





2. (1) "Name" when used in the expression "if the use of that 
name would be likely to deceive" used in clause 9 (1) (b) of the 
Act includes, 


(a) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to be 
carried on by the corporation under the proposed 
name and the business or activities carried on by any 
other person are one business or one activity, 
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whether or not the nature of the business or activity 
of each is generally the same; 


(b) a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name is or 
would be associated or affiliated with a person if the 
corporation and such person are not or will not be 
associated or affiliated; or 


(c) a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in dealing 
with that person, to deal with the corporation bearing 
the name in the mistaken belief that he is dealing 
with the person. 


(2) In this section, 


(a) "person" means a person, whether in existence or not; 
and 


(b) "use" means actual use by a person that carries on 
business in Canada or elsewhere. 


In principle, the likelihood of deception must be ascertained at the time of 
the granting of the name objected to. In the words of Kelly, J.A. in C C 
Chemicals: 


Except for the very limited purpose which is referred to later, 
anything that may take place after the granting of the name is 
not admissible evidence on the review by the Court or upon the 
enquiry made by the Provincial Secretary preliminary to the 
enforced changing of a name. The relevant evidence on any 
review by the Court is the evidence which was in existence, 
which could have been made known to the Provincial Secretary 
at the date of giving the name, and which, if it then had been 
known to him, he would have been bound to take into account. 
(at p. 256) 


However, 


I earlier mentioned that I did not consider that events occurring 
after the granting of the name were relevant except for a very 
limited purpose. The exception I have in mind and the only one 
which I would consider should ever be made to the exclusion of 
evidence of events subsequent to the granting of the name would 
be to allow evidence of consistent deception arising from the use 
of the name alleged to be objectionable to be introduced for the 
sole purpose of showing the lack of objectivity in the decision of 
the Provincial Secretary that deception was not likely to occur. 
In stating this view I would not consider that that such evidence 
should be allowed to be adduced in all eases, but I ean conceive 
of situations where the occurrence of many and frequent 
instances of deception might be pertinent to the question as to 
whether the Provincial Secretary acting judicially in determining 
the "likelihood of deception" could have come to the conclusion 
that there was no such likelihood. (at p. 257) 


Again, in C_C Chemicals, the court laid down certain factors to be 
considered when deciding whether or not to grant a name to an applicant for 
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incorporation. These factors are, in essence, the name of other businesses 
having similar names, the nature of the business associated with those 
names, the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with such businesses, the 
name sought by the applicant for incorporation, the objects and business of 
the applicant and the clientele ordinarily expected to deal with the 
applicant upon incorporating. Finally, in light of the above information, a 
decision by the incorporation authority must be made 


..asS to whether the visual and auditory qualities of the two 
names are so similar that the use of the proposed name by the 
corporation to be incorporated is likely to deceive those 
members of the public who are dealing or may wish to deal with 
the existing name holder. (per Kelly, J.A. at p. 259). 


Section 3 of the Regulation sets out some of the matters which the 
Director, Companies Branch, may consider for purposes of subsection 12(1) 
of the Act when determining whether a name has been acquired contrary to 
section 9 of the Act. 


I am satisfied that section 3 of the Regulation contains a summary of the 
case law on point but I note, however, that the matters enumerated therein 
are not exclusive. 


Consequently, I propose to measure the evidence before this Hearing by the 
relevant criteria set out in section 3 of the Regulation and, further, to apply 
any other appropriate consideration which the Director is entitled to 
canvass in the exercise of his discretion under subsection 12(1) of the Act. 


The quality of the evidence must be such as to show probability of 
confusion, not mere possibility or, indeed, actuality of confusion. According 
to Kelly, J.A. in C.C. Chemicals, 


"(ikely" as an adjective is defined by the Oxford English 
Dictionary as "probable" - "that looks as if it would happen". 
Accordingly, the question becomes, "Did the Provincial 
Secretary give the proponent a name so similar to that of the 
objector that "it looked as if deception would occur". (at p. 257) 


Mr. Plastino urged that the quality of the evidence need only be such as to 
show mere possibility of confusion. As authority, he referred to The matter 
of G.R.C - Graphic Resources Canada Corporation, a Decision rendered by 
J.C. Barrows, Q.C., Senior Solicitor, Companies Branch, Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations, on August 8, 1985. My review of this 
Decision leads me to disagree that this Decision supports Mr. Plastino's 
proposition. Clearly, the plain wording of section 9(1) ". . . would be likely 
to deceive", the interpretive wording "... would lead..." in section 2(1) of 
the Regulation and the weight of the case law militate against Mr. Plastino's 
view of the test. 


The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Artlab 
Communications Ine." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in that it 
would lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended to be 
carried on by the Objector and the Proponent are one business, or that the 
name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is 
associated with the Objector, or would lead someone who had an interest in 
dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief 
that he was dealing with the Objector. 
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In the matter before me, the Objector and the Proponent both are engaged 
in the business of graphic arts services. The media of the Objector's 
business is printed artwork, photography, computer and hand designs and 
audio-visual services and phototyping, in connection with mass-mailing 
advertising, newsletters, conferences and seminar presentations. The media 
of the Proponent's business is much the same as that of the Objector, but is 
focussed towards medical/patient education, training manuals, clinical 
procedures, research publications and new technology skills updating. 
Although Re Fordprint Ltd. and Minister of Consumer and Commercial 
Relations et al (1976), 11 O.R. (2d)°434 (Div. Ct.), 28 C.P.R. (2d) 262, 
eoneluded that the Proponent's business was included in that of the 
Objector's, that case is distinguishable from the present in that the 
Objector's clientele was not shown to be shared to any extent with that of 
the Proponent. Obviously, both the Objector and the Proponent, by engaging 
in the graphic arts media, have the physical capacity to deliver the services 
of the other. However, whereas the Objector is in the business of providing 
general graphics without particular specialty of service, the Proponent 
directs its medico-artistie expertise to provide specialized graphics services 
oriented towards a specific and well-defined clientele. 


Much time was devoted by Mr. Plastino to argue that "Art Lab" is a coined 
or fanciful word in combination since the word "Lab", though not associated 
with art, has been combined with "Art" to connote careful, skillful and 
technologically precise graphic works. Although the word "Art" and "Lab" 
are found within the public domain, Mr. Plastino argued that the words have 
been used in an innovative fashion and, hence, deserve the protection 
allowed by Mr. Justice Laskin in Canadian Motorways (at page 64): 


I readily subscribed to the proposition that an objecting company 
should not be able to claim an exclusive right to use as part of 
its name a descriptive word which merely identifies its business. 
But other descriptive words which do not do so... may be found 
to deserve protection against use by competing companies. 


For purposes Mr. Plastino's submission, I had accepted the argument that 
"Art Lab" is a coined or fanciful word, though I am not free from the doubt 
that the intended connotation of the word "Lab" in combination with "Art" 
may compromise the distinctiveness of "Art Lab" by being construed as 
descriptive of the quality of the Objector's services. In any event, I do not 
believe that two words such as "art" and "lab" used in conjunction with each 
other qualify as a coined or fanciful word within the meaning of the Re 
Ebsco Investments Ltd. and Ebseo Subscription Services Ltd. (1975), 7 O.R. 
2d) 741 (H.C.J., D.C.). Furthermore, section 11(1)(b) of the Regulation 
prohibits a corporate name from being descriptive of the corporation's goods 
or services, unless identification renders the name distinetive. The courts 
have been most reluctant to grant a monopoly of use over words that are 
generic or purely descriptive of a business. 


A descriptive name may, however, identify a business "...because they have 
adopted it, not because it has become more descriptive of their operations 
than of those of their competitors" (per Pigeon, J. in Laidlaw Motorways at 
p. 57). Such identification comes from long use and ready association 
between the business and its descriptive name. This principle was followed 
in Re Prime Locations and Prime Real Estate 30 C.P.R. (2d) 38 (OHCJ, D.C. 
1976). This action is not so much a protection afforded to the Objector 
under the Act as an acknowledgement that, through time, the Objector's 
descriptive name has acquired a secondary meaning which particularizes the 
Objector in the public mind, hence resulting in identification. 
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In the matter at Hearing, the issue of secondary meaning does not arise 
since the business names of the Objector - "Devlin's Colour Art Lab" and, 
lately, "Art Lab" - are purely descriptive of the implied quality of its actual 
services and, consequently, cannot afford "protection" to the Objector 
within the rule in Laidlaw Motorways. In addition, the Objector had carried 
on business under its two business styles for less than twenty years and has 
not been shown to be distinctive. 


Notwithstanding the greater protection which the courts are prepared to 
afford to names comprising coined or fanciful words (Re Ebsco), I find on 
this test that neither the words "Art Lab" comprised in the Objector's name, 
"Art Lab" as the name used by the Objector in carrying on business and 
"Artlab" comprised in the Proponent's name is clearly distinctive of the 
other. However, in Re Ebsco, Mr. Justice Goodwin speaking for the court 
stated by way of "obiter dicta" that: 


(t)here may be other cases where the coined word is indeed 
unique or distinctive of the additional words used in the 
corporate names of the respective companies and the businesses 
engaged in by the respective companies are so different in their 
nature that the public is not likely to be deceived by the use of 
the coined word in the two corporate names in question. (at page 
749) 


The additional words in the Objector's name "John K's" are distinctive from 
that of the Proponent "Communications". Having found that the business 
orientations of both parties are, for all practical purposes, distinct, I find on 
these facts that ". .. the public is not likely to be deceived by the use of the 
coined word ("Artlab") in the two corporate names in question." 


The Objector's registered office and principal place of business is in Don 
Mills, North York, Ontario, but the geographical area of the Objector's 
business is Metropolitan Toronto and Markham. The Proponent's registered 
office and sole place of business is in downtown Toronto and carries on 
business principally in Toronto, but also in Montreal and Vancouver. In 
addition, the Proponent has clients in the United States, Japan, Germany 
and South Africa. 


I find, in consequence, that the geographical area in which the Proponent 
carries on business is much wider, but includes that of the Objector. 


The Objector obtains business by referrals from graphic arts professionals 
and from general public. The Proponent's principal clients are doctors who 
teach in hospitals and research centres, as well as pharmaceutical 
companies and other health care professionals. 


Consequently, I find that the persons or class of persons who deal with or 
who might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent 
constitute a well-defined, specialized and sophisticated clientele who would 
not expect to be serviced by a graphic arts generalist. Similarly, the 
general and varied nature of the Objector's clientele would not likely expect 
to be serviced by so specialized a business as that of the Proponent after 
initial inquiries are made of the Proponent. 


The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the names. Those names are: 


John K's Art Lab Inc. (the Objector) 


and 
Artlab Communications Inc. (the Proponent) 
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The graphic depiction of the Objector's business style on its stationery is 
displayed as follows: 





The graphic depiction of the Proponent's logo on stationery and advertising 
is displayed as follows: 





While "Art Lab" and "Artlab" are visually distinctive but the pronunciation 
thereof lends itself to indistinction of sound, this test is properly applicable 
only to entire corporate names, not merely parts thereof. Consequently, I 
find that the Proponent's name is both visually and aurally distinct from 
both the Objector's corporate and business names. 


As instances of confusion in name, Mr. Korcok referred to the following 
events: 


(1) Error in the listing of the Objector's business in the White Pages 
Telephone Directory (Toronto) and the consequential telephone 
ealls. 


(2) Confusion between the Objector and the Proponent by shared 
common suppliers. 


Mr. Justice Kelly in C_C Chemicals set forth the proper considerations 
which must be brought to bear in assessing "likelihood of deception" in 
connection with the public: 


Further, in considering the likelihood of deception he (ie. the 
Minister) must give due regard to the persons or class of person 
likely to be deceived if dealing with the proponent. I do not 
consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity of one 
name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is induced 
to deal with someone other than the person with whom it was his 
intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal with the 
corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief that he is 
dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said that, within 
the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity of names is 
likely to deceive him. Accepting this, I infer from the 


| 
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expression "likely to deceive" that the similarity must be such as 
to cause a person, who had an interest in dealing, or reason to 
deal, with "A" to deal with "B" in the belief that he was dealing 
with "A". If this be the test, as I conceive it to be, the likelihood 
to deceive must be assessed by reference to the impact of the 
words in the name on the persons or class of persons with whom 
the objector seeks to have business dealings, that is, his 
customers or prospective customers. In other words, the only 
person who is deceived is he who takes some action or makes 
some decision different from that which he would have made but 
for the deception; and similarly the person who is likely to be 
deceived is one whose action or decision is likely to be so 
affected. (at p. 258) 


I conclude from these events that the erroneous invoices and telephone calls 
to the Objector constitute indications of confusion in the public mind. 
Further, it is understandable that no such confusion came to the Proponent's 
attention, since the more general nature of the Objector's business is likely 
to invite dealings from a greater variety of sources than the Proponent. 


CONCLUSION 


Pursuant to the foregoing and the evidence presented at the Hearing, I 
conclude that the focal point in the name of the Proponent - "Artlab" - is 
likely to cause deception with that of the Objector - "Art Lab". There 
remains to be considered whether such likelihood of deception warrants the 
exercise of the Director's discretion to order the Proponent's name changed. 


EQUITY 


Proceedings under section 12(1) of the Act are an administrative procedure 
in the public interest and do not constitute an additional commercial 
remedy. Nor is the purpose of the proceedings to afford protection to the 
Objector in the continued use of its name without fear of competition: 


It was never intended that s. 12 should provide an alternative 
method of determining the rights of two parties where one of 
them, by the manner in which he is conducting his business, is 
seeking to draw custom away from his competitor. Adequate 
remedies have always been available to deal with such a 
situation - any attempt to broaden the scope of the 
administrative procedure under s. 12 to encompass what is 
"passing-off" are unwarranted and should be resisted. (per Kelly, 
J.A. in C C Chemicals at page 255). 


While the general category of business of the Objector and that of the 
Proponent are the same, their respective business orientation is sufficient to 
distinguish each in the minds of potential customers. In addition, the 
possible clientele of the Proponent is very selective of the Proponent's 
services which, after initial inquiry, is demonstrably too narrow to draw 
business from the Objector's type of clientele. 


Noting that a finding of a likelihood of deception depends not on the number 
of the considerations in section 3 of the Regulation met by the evidence but 
on the balance of probabilities in the circumstances, I find that the 
Objector's evidence of "likelihood of deception" is not sufficient in equity to 
outweigh the hardship of requiring the Proponent to change its name. In Re 


Cantrade Sales and Import Co. Ltd. (1977) 15 O.R. (2d) 562 (D.C.), Mr. 
Justice Robins said at page 566 that: 
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Notwithstanding the acquisition of a name contrary to section 
8(1), the Minister is obliged to consider whether, in the light of 
all the surrounding circumstances of a particular ease, the name 
ought to be ordered changed. This consideration, as a primary 
matter, involves the public interest in not being subjected to 
confusion through the use of similar corporate names, and as a 
secondary matter, the interests of the companies claiming the 
name and the relative hardship that may result to them from the 
decision. 


In the words of Mr. Justice Me Ruer in Re Menzies-Gibson, 


One can readily understand the difficulties that can arise in the 
business world by reason of the change in a corporate name and 
also the incidental inconvenience that arises by reason of a 
corporation, once having been issued letters patent, engaging in 
business under that name, procuring necessary supplies and 
advertising material and then having to advise the business world 
that the name of it has been changed. Much confusion may 
follow in the minds of the customers of the corporation and 
those with whom it deals. There is goodwill, there is credit, 
there are banking arrangements, all of which are identified with 
the precise name of the company. It is therefore obvious that 
before any action is taken under s. 12(2) there should be very 
good and sound reason showing why that action should be taken. 
To provide against hardship, subsection 3 was enacted. (at page 
189). 


It is my view that the Objector has failed to show "very good and sound 
reason" in the public interest to justify the issuance of an Order against the 
Proponent to change its name, but merely a confusion largely among the 
Objector's own clientele and, to a lesser extent, suppliers resulting more 
probably from the Objector inadequately making known its varying business 
styles than from the application of Kelly, J.A.'s test set out above. In this 
vein, it is to be noted that the business losses experienced by the Objector 
did not result in any corresponding increases in business - or even inquiries - 
to the Proponent. 


JURISDICTION 


Mr. Plastino cited The matter of Crimestopper Security Systems Inc., a 


Decision of J.C. Barrows, Q.C., Senior Solicitor, Companies Branch, 
rendered on November 19, 1986 and The matter of Tumbling Metal Services 
Ltd., a Decision of Phyllis Ortved, then Solicitor, Companies Branch, 
rendered in February 1985, as authorities for the submission that the 
Director, Companies Branch, has under section 12(1) jurisdiction to hold a 
hearing to determine whether a name should be ordered changed because of 
the likelihood of confusion with a known corporation whose business name 
comprises a word that is the same or similar to a word comprised in the 
Proponent's corporate name. 


In Tumbling Metal, the Objector Orlick Industries Limited was earrying on 
business as "Tumbling Sales and Services". The Proponent, in the same 
business, was incorporated as "Tumbling Metal Services Limited". The 
Hearing Officer considered the word "Tumbling" in both legal descriptions 
simply in order to ascertain ". . . whether or not the word "Tumbling" 
describes the business of the two corporations." I am of the view that 
Tumbling Metal does not constitute authority for Mr. Plastino's proposition. 
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The second case referred to by Mr. Plastino is Crimestoppers. The Objector 
was "Toronto and Regional Crime Stoppers Inc.", whereas the Proponent was 
incorporated as "Crimestopper Security Systems Inc." The Hearing Officer 
found little, if any, similarity in the nature of the business of the Objector 
and that of the Proponent. Having acknowledged that the names of the 
corporations "per se" would probably not cause confusion, the Hearing 
Officer went on to say that: 


The determining factor, in my view, however, is the difficulty 
raised by the unique and distinctive word or _ phrase 
"Crimestopper - Crime Stoppers". The word or phrase is clearly 
the focal point in the name of each corporations and appears, on 
the evidence, to be the term used commonly to identify each of 
the corporations to the public. (page 10) 


Clearly, Crimestoppers is distinguishable since I have found that "Art Lab" 
is not a coined or fanciful word. 


Section 12(1) of the Act permits the Director to change only the name of a 
corporation, i.e. the name as set out in its Articles of Incorporation as 
required in section 5(1)(a) of the Act. The Director has no authority over 
business names of the Proponent which may be the "de facto" use of a 
shortened version of its proper name, even if likelihood of deception with 
the Known name by which another corporation carries on business or 
identifies itself, may result therefrom. Other commercial remedies lie. 


DECISION 


It is my decision, therefore, that the continuing use of the Proponent's name 
would not be likely to deceive within the meaning of section 9 of the 
Business Corporations Aci, 1982 and that the continuing use of the 
Proponent's name would not lead to the inference that the business carried 
on by the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same and, in 
particular, that the Proponent is associated with the Objector. Therefore, 
for the foregoing reasons, there will be no order changing the name of the 
Proponent under section 12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982.

On July 23, 1987, John Michael Ashton (''Ashton''), Elizabeth Jessica MacLean 
(‘'MacLean") and Larry William Reaugh (''Reaugh''), all of British Columbia, 
pleaded guilty in Provincial Court to one count each of insider trading in 
violation of section 75 of the Securities Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 466, as 
amended. Ashton was fined $1,500. MacLean was fined $1,000. Reaugh was fined 
$1,000. 


Ashton, MacLean and Reaugh, at the relevant times, were all insiders of Rea 
Gold Corporation Limited (''Rea Gold''). On Sunday, December 8, 1985, all three 
accused learned that Rea Gold had struck massive sulphides on its Adams Lake 
property in British Columbia. On the morning of Monday, December 9, 1985, all 
three accused purchased securities of Rea Gold through the Toronto Stock 
Exchange with knowledge that the discovery had not been generally disclosed. 
Only Ashton took delivery of the securities purchased and made a profit. 
MacLean and Reaugh attempted to cancel their purchases after their orders were 
filled. To this end, their salesman placed their shares into his wife's 
account.

The charges were laid after an investigation by the enforcement staff of the 
Ontario Securities Commission.

WHEREAS it has been represented to the Ontario Securities Commission (the 
"Commission'') by the staff of the Commission that: 


ve West Coast Dart Digest Ltd. (''West Coast'') is a company incorporated 
under the laws of the Province of British Columbia in May, 1984; 


P. Helvetia Marketing Services Inc. (''Helvetia'') is a company incorporated 
under the laws of the Province of British Columbia on February 21, 1986. 
Helvetia carries on a marketing business; 


Be Hanover Financial Services Ltd. (''Hanover'') iS a company incorporated 
under the laws of the Province of British Columbia and carries ona 
marketing and financial consulting business; 


4. The staff of the Commission has obtained a copy of a publication prepared 
by West Coast for distribution to the public entitled ''A Viable Business 
Plan with 5 to 1 Tax Deferral"’. This publication is distributed by 
Hanover. An analysis of this publication indicates that: 


(a) West Coast is the copyright holder and publishes and prints a 
publication entitled West Coast Dart Digest Ltd. that promotes 
tourism, sports, fitness and leisure activity on a local and 
provincial basis (the ''Guide'') ; 
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(b) West Coast will grant an exclusive right and license to distribute 
and solicit advertising for the Guide. The licensing agreement 
requires the licensee to pay $100.00 for the exclusive license to 
distribute and solicit advertising in a specific area for the Guide 
for a period of 20 years; 


(c) The licensing agreement requires the licensee to pay upon execution 
of the agreement, advance royalties in the amount of $25,000. West 
Coast represents that the $25,000 payment is an expense for the 
purpose of gaining or producing income and is deductible in 
calculating the income of the licensee. In the second and 
subsequent years, the licensing agreement requires the licensee to 
pay an overriding royalty to West Coast of 32% of gross advertising 
sales made by the licensee. The overriding royalty is not payable 
until the licensee makes $142,000 of gross advertising sales; 


(d) A licensee who does not have the time or experience to successfully 
market in the geographical area assigned can sub-licence with 
Helvetia to conduct marketing on the licensee's behalf. Each 


licensee is given the opportunity to contract with Helvetia under a 
standard sub-licence agreement for a term of 15 years. As part of 
the arrangement between Helvetia and the licensee, Helvetia will 
give the licensee a performance bond consisting of a cash payment 
amounting to $20,000 to guarantee a certain level of performance. 
The cash performance bond is to be held by the licensee and 
released to Helvetia when certain amounts of advertising sales have 
been reached. In the event that there remains a balance of 
unreleased bond funds on expiration of the marketing agreement, it 
is forfeited to the licensee as damages arising from the lack of 
performance. 


5). West Coast and Helvetia have not advised Commission staff of the 
percentage of licensees who have entered into the marketing arrangements 
with Helvetia.

6. The publication distributed by Hanover for West Coast stresses the tax 
advantage of the venture of which a necessary component is the receipt of 
a cash performance bond which accompanies the marketing agreement with 
Helvetia; 


Thee Hanover advertises the tax deferral plan of West Coast to the public in 
Ontario in the Financial Post; 


8. None of West Coast, Helvetia or Hanover are registered pursuant to 
Section 24 of the Securities Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 466, as amended 
(the ''Act'"') under any of the categories or registration listed in the 
regulation made under the Act; 


9. None of West Coast, Helvetia or Hanover have filed a preliminary or final 
prospectus pursuant to the Act and neither are listed as reporting 
issuers under the act. 


AND WHEREAS in the opinion of the Commission the length of time required 
for a hearing could be prejudicial to the public interest and such action is in 
the public interest; 
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IT IS ORDERED pursuant to section 123(3) of the Act that all trading in
